TO SOUTH AMERICA. 
CHARACTER OF BLAINE’S CELEBRATED 
NOTE. 

Speciat Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasninee@on, D. C., Jan. 4.—The general 
character of Mr. Blaine’s circular note to the 
Republics of Central and South America has 
become known. It bears date about the 
middle of November, and was sent by the 
same steamer whith conveyed Mr. Trescott 
and his secretary, Mr. Walker Blaine. It 
sets forth at considerable length the attitude 
of the United States toward the other Re- 
publics upon this and the South American 
Continent, affirming that it is our policy to 
use the good offices of this Nation to estab- 
lish and perpetuate peace between the vari- 
ous nations to which this note is addressed. 
Ile aflirms that it is 
NOT THE DESIRE OR POLICY OF THE UNITED 

STATES 

to interfere in the domestic concerns of any 
of these nations, but that the commercial in- 
terests of the United States are deeply inter- 
ested in the existence of harmonious rela- 
tions between the various Republics them- 
selves, and between each and the United 
States. The letter, after discussing at great 
length the mutual interests of the United 
States and the nations addressed, treats the 
question of the great influence of European 
Powers upon the two American continents, 
and virtually proposes that the United States 
and the varidus other Republics to which the 
circular-letter is sent should come to 
A MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING 
in regard to this matter, and proposes mutual 
guarantees against any interference or super- 
vision from abroad. The letter was prepared 
with great care, and, while the subjects above 
alluded to are fully discussed, the tone of 
the letter is said to be eminently conserva 
tive. The letter proposes, on behalf of the 
United States, an international conference of 
the Republics of Mexico and those of Central 
and South America, to meet at Washington 
on the 30th of next Noverf~er. ‘The request 
is made that the authorities of each should 
name two commissioners to represent their 
Government 

AT THIS CONFERENCE. 
The object of the conference is to discuss 
questions of mutual interest and to promote 
frieudly feelings. It is understood that, at 
the same time this letter was dispatched, 
a second circular-letter was mailed to each 
of our Ministers, setting forth that, while it 
was well understood to be a very délicate 
matter for one nation to mention pecuniary 
matters to anotherin connection with such 
an invitation as had been extended by the 
United States, still our Government desires 
to defray all the expenses of this conference, 
and it was, therefore, in the discretion of 
each Minister to call this fact to the atten- 
tion of the Government to which he is ae- 
credited in such a way as shall appear to him 
to be the most fitting. 


GRANT ON PORTER. 
IIS CHANGE OF HEART CAUSING MUCH TALK. 
Special Dispaich to The Chicago Tribune 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 4.—The recent 
frank, unequivocal declaration of Gen. Grant 
to the effect that his opinion of the Fitz John 
Porter case has radically changed, and that 
he is now convinced Porter isa greatly in- 
jured man, is becoming more and more a 
subject of discussion among Congressmen, 
Officials, and army people. Gen. Grant’s 
Statements are a great surprise to persons 
who have for many years bitterly denounced 
Porter and stubbornly defended the 
action of the court-martial. Gen. Grant’s 
outspoken confession of his own er- 
ror in this case, and his determina- 
tion to make amends by doing 
all he can do to remove the stigma from Por- 
ter’s record, have brought embarrassment to 
men like Gen. Logan and Gen. Sherman, 
who during the last Congress claimed to 
have given a careful study to the evidence 
produced before the Schofield Board of In- 
quiry, and who, despite that evidence, stuck 
persistently to their old opinion. While the 
Porter bill was pending in the Senate two 
years ago, Gen. Sherman was a coustant at- 
tendant on sessions of that body, and volun- 
tarily coached Senators who spoke in con- 
demnation of Porter. It is known here that 
Gen. Grant has addressed a communication 
to President Arthur in Porter’s behalf. 
THE DEMOCRATS DELIGHTED, 

To the Western Associated Press. ’ 
Wasurneton, D. C., Jan. 4.—The friends 
of Fitz John Porter were very much elated 
at the frank avowal of Gen. Grant that 
Porter has been wronged and ought to be 
vindicated. They expect to get a bill for 
Porter’s reinstatement through this Con- 
gress now without much difficulty. A 
prominent Republican said tonight that Gen. 
Grant’s change of opinion would not infiu- 
ence Senator Logan to reverse his juagment, 
aud favor the bill to reinstate Porter. He 
said Logan may, out of respect for Grant. 
remain silent, but he will not vote for such 


Grant credit for an honest change of opinion 
in this matter. A leading Democratic Sen- 
ator said tonight that he took no stock 
in the theory that Grant was maneuvering to 
catch Democratic votes in favor of a bill for 
placing his own name on the army retired 
list. He said he knew Grant to be a very 
candid man, and one ready to make acknowl- 
edgment if he discovered himself to be in

HE HAS MADE THE POST-OFFICE SELF-8US- 
TAINING.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 4.—Third-Assist- 
ant-Postmaster-General Hazen reported to 
the Postmaster-General today the figures of 
the receipts and expenditures of the depart- 
ment for the quarter ending Sept. 30, 1881. 
According to these figures the expenditures 
were $9,687,109.67, and the receipts $9,490,706, 
leaving an excess of expenditures of $106,402. 
The tigures for the corresponding quarter of 
the year 1880 were: Expenditures, $9,757,554; 
receipts, 88,351,587; excess of expenditures, 
$1,385,966, The large reduction in the ex- 
cess of expenditures for the quarter end- 
ing last September is gratifying to the Post- 
Office officials, especially to Messrs. James 
and Hazen. Postmaster-General James said 
today that when, some time ago, Gen. Hazen 
had said that the excess for that quarter 
would fall short of a quarter of a million, 

THEY THOUGHT HE WAS DREAMING. 
It has fallen short of that figure by almost 
$60,000, and now Ilazen makes the prediction 
that the figurés for the quarter ending Dec. 
31, when received, will show the department 
to be self-sustaining. There wasa good deal 
of bustle about the Post-Office Department 
today, as it was the last day in office of Post- 
master-General James.

THE TREASURY INQUIRY. 
_ BELIEF THAT IT IS THOROUGH.

WasHIneTon, D. C., Jan. 4.—The Senate 
Committee investigating the expenditure of 
the contingent fund in the Treasury Depart- 
ment devoted their attention today to follow- 
ing the lead given yesterday by Brown, the 
Treasury carpenter, who testified that he 
was employed in making repairs on en. 
Secretary Sherman’s house during the time 
he was supposed to beat work in the depart- 
ment, and was paid for this work out of the 
Treasury tunds. Among the witnesses ex- 
amined today was a man named Hessier, 
foreman of the cabinet-shop in the ‘Treagury. 
He was questioned at length as to his knowl- 
edge of work done in the shop for private 
parties, among them the ex-Secretary, but 
the members ot the committee are disinclined 
to state what was elicited from him for the 
present, 
THE THOROUGHNESS OF THE INVESTIGATION 
being made by the committee is shown by 
the fact that nearly every witness examined 
expresses his surprise on coming out of the 
room at the extent of the information in pos- 
session of the committee, and their know! 
edge of the routine of business in the De- 
partment. One of the Democratic members 
of the committee in speaking tonight of the 
Meline Committee’s investigation, the details 
of which are in the hands of the present com- 
mittee, said it amounted to but little. and that 
since he had gone over its report he had 
thought it strange that Senator Sherman 
should have had objections to its being given 
to the public, 
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HESSLER. 

To the Western Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 4.—Hessler is 
said to be an unwilling witness. Ile has a 
very defective memory, and some of the | 
committee think he does not want to re 
member too much. His evidence has been 
contradictory of Brown’s. The committee 
are not yet through with Hessler. They are 
comparing his time-records with the pay- 
rolls, for the purpose of seeing whether these 
records and the pay-rolls contradict or sub- 
stantiate Brown’s testimony. The commit- 
tee are not yet able to tell when they will 
complete the investigation.

D. C., Jan. 4.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has solved the problem 
of how to retain employés who have been 
carried on the now exhausted “ lapse-feand ” 
roll, and yet not create a deficiency, by decid- 
ing to split up the salaries of a suflicient 
number of fourth-class clerks to make 
enough first-class salaries to carry nearly all 
those who have heretofore been paid out of 
the “lapse fund.”

Hereafter the appointment of 
additional clerks to be paid out of the lapse 
fund“ will not be countenanced by the Sec- 
retary, and efforts will be made to discover 
all cases Of more than one member of a fam- 
ily borne on the rolls, with the object of 
weeding them out and relieving the pressure 
which makes necessary the dividing up of 
salaries.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

DANVILDE, Mo., Jan. 3, 1882.—The southern 
section of Montgomery County is mostly a wild 
and hilly country,and during the last two or 
three years has been inhabited in part by anum- 
berof reckless and law-defying young men, 
among them the Days,” the King boys,” and 
others, who all, without regard as to who bas 
been most guilty of most wrong, are the objects 
of intense hatred upon the part of the law-abid- 
ing people. This bad state of affairs nas been 
growiug worse for a year,and the robberies, 
horse-steaiings, and breaches of the peace gen- 
erally occurring in that part of the county 
have been laid at the door of one set or apother 
of the law-breakers. Passing over several 
bloody encounters of the past year on the road 
in efforts to capture some of the most daring 
outlaws, we come to the tragedies of the past 
few days. 

“THE KING Bors” 

consist of John, Tom, Joe, and Abby King. On 
the night of the 29th iust., the three first-named 
King boys went to the house of Mr. Nelson, four 
miles south of Americus (a romantic little village 
sleeping on a beautiful stream in the hills), the 
Nelsons claim, for the purpose of robbery, and 
the Kings denying it. At any rate, the trouble 
soon began, and ended disastrously to the Kings. 
The windows of the Nelson house were broken. 
one of the King boys was wounded, and another 
started across the dark river with his boots on. 

A post-mortem was held by Esquire Muehl, and 
young Nelson, who killed King, was justified. 
The dead body was borne to the cabin of the 
Kings, one mile south of Americus, on the next 
day for burial. This cablu is occupied by old 
man King, old Mrs. King, two of the boys’ 
wives and their mother, Mrs. Austin. About 8 
o'clock that night, tne 30th, while Abby was in 

the village 

FOR A COFFIN FOR HIS DEAD BROTHER, 

a band of citizens bent ou the destruction of the 
Kings rode up to the cabin and made an assauit. 

Old Mrs. King and Mrs. Austin rau out, when 
Mrs. King was Wounded and Mrs. Austin shot 
dead. Another of the King boys was crippled, 
and still another perhaps is dead. During the 
frightful tragedy old Mrs. King, although 
wounded, thought of sending her youngest boy 
Abby away at the village for coffin and winding 
sheet, and she sped away to warn him.

THE FIRE RECORD. ~ | 


The Buildings on the Macon County, 
Lilinois, Poor Farm Burned. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Decatur, III., Jan. 4.—The startling report 
reached Decatur through special messengers to- 
night soon after 8 o'clock that the buildings of 
the Macon County poor farm, valued at $12,000, | 
located five miles north of the -@ity, had been 
consumed by fire. Your correspondent started 
out to learn the truth of the matter, and learned 
that atabout5o’clock the new insane asylum 
building had caught fire from a defective flue, 
and, despite the efforts of the steward, W. J. 
Magee, and the farmers who rushed to 
the scene of the conflagration to extinguish 
the flames, the two-story frame building, which 
contained twenty cells for insane patients, was 
totally consumed, and the main building, a very 
large two-story frame structure. containing 
thirty to forty rooms, caught fire. In a few mo- 
ments the large building was enveloped in a 
mass of flames, whose lurid glare lit up the 
heavens to a great hight, the light being plainly 
visible for a distance of ten miles. A man who 
was two miles away said the light from the fire 
was so bright he could read a newspaper 
with ease. There were about thirty-eight paupers 
in the main building, but, as it was early 
in the evening when the fire broke out, none 
were burned, ail taking refuge from the heat, 
cold, and deep snow in the barns and outbuild- 
ings Ou the farm. There were nine patients in 
the insane asylam, and all but two are in cus- 
of the keeper, and handcuffed. Two of the 
patients, it is believed at this hour, escaped from 
the asylum during the excitement which pre- 
vailed, and were at liberty at last accounts. One 
| is Henderson Fleet, a colored man, not danger- 
ousiy insane, and the other is thought to be 
equally barmiess. They may have been burnt up 
before escaping from the asylum, but nothing 
definit can be learned until morning. Tonight 
Supervisor Hill sent omuibuses and wagons to 
the scene of the disaster to bring in the insane 
patients and have them lodge 
Jail bere for safe keeping. Sneriff Foster has 
gone out with the wagons. The paupers will be 
given comfortable quarters in Decatur untila 
new poor-farm house is built.

Death of William Bodine, the Man Who 
Broke Goldsmith Maid to Harness. 
New York Sun, Jan. 1. 

William Bodine, who is to be buried today at 
Middletown, N. J., was well known in the sport- 
tng world. He had extraordinary success as a 
trainer of nervous or vicious horses. He made 
Goldsmith's stables what they were during the 
| Maid’s supremacy, and trained a number of 
horses of note. 

“When Goldsmith Maid was first taken to 
Bodine,” said Mr. Chester, of the Spirit of the 
Times, “she was as fractious and nervous as 
could well be imagined, and had never been 
broken in. He wasatrainer of the old style, 
and succeeded where many others had failed in 
bringing the excitable mare around. She was 7 
years old when be took charge ot ber, and no 
one thought she amounted to anything, but 
Bodine developed her speed so that in 1871 she 
made 2:14, the fastest time on record. She was 
queen of the turf from that time till 78, when 
Rarus beat her. 

„Gloster was another horse that Bodine 
trained. He made a record of 2:17, and was 
then sent to California, where he died young, 
He was a remarkable horse, and the greatest 
things were expected of him. His stride was 

reater than that of any other horse on the turf. 
t measured twenty-three-and a half feet. 
Bodine trained also the biack geiding Midnight 
to 2:18. Goldsmith named a magniticeat geld- 
ing after him. It made 2:19\4%, but stopped 
there. Bodine was nota mau of mark outside 
of his unusual abilities as a trainer, and, as far 
as I know, introduced nothing new into the 
mode of training borses. However, he was 
highly successful in what he undertook, and a 
man of excellent reputation.” 

Mr. Bodine died of pneumonia on Friday. He 
was 51 years old.

THE TRAIN WRECKERS. 
Confession of a Lad Who Accompanied 


the Villains, 
Special to Cleveland Herald. 

Younrastown, O., Jan. 3—The developments 
in the case of the train-wreckers on the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne & Chicago Road are many, 
and the mystery of that terrible crime is fast 
clearing away. The most important revelation 
today comes with Detective Johnson and Sheriff 
Lodwick from East Palestine. They have the 
boy, George Lewis, in custody, and are 
holding him as a witness. He is a small, 
nervous little fellow, apparently as bright 
as boys of his age usually are. He is ac- 
companied by James A. McGowan, a biack- 
smith, doing business at East Palestine, and re- 
siding just across the line from that town in 
Pennsylvania. Twelve weeks ago, while Me- 
Gowan was bammering away at his work in the 
shop, a small, haif-starved and badly frightened 
little boy slid into the shop ana took a seat ona 
box. The blacksmith soon began questioning 
the newcomer, who said bis home was at Beaver 
Falis, but that be had stopped the night before 
with his uncle, a man named Hune, a resident 
Palestine. 

“ Do you go about the country much?” asked 
the blacksmith. 

„es, some.“ 

Do you ride on the cars?” 

“ Yes, sometimes.’, 

„Ho far do you ride oa the cars?”

Here Mr. McGowan remembered having seen, 
a day or two before, the advertisement of the 
Pennsylvania Company offering a reward of $500 
tor evidence that would lead to the conviction 
of the parties who had run the cars down on the 
main track on the night of Sept. 28, resulting in 
the death of engineer Teehan and his fireman. 

* When did you go to Alliance last?’ he asked, 
cautiously. 

The boy replied: “I knowwho let the cars 
down that killed the engineer and fireman.” 

Mr. McGowan then took charge of the boy. 
He took him home and has since treated him 
very kindly, giving him new clotning and send- 
ing him comfortably to school. Before the day 
of his first meeting bad closed the boy had told 
the whole story, straight and convincing, of the 
crime his father, brother, brother-in-law, and 
Jack Shaughnessey had been guilty of perpe- 
trating. He sai be had often beard his 
father and the man Evans say they would have 
revenge on the company, because the walking 
boss, a man named Brown, had refused to give 
them work; be had beard his brother-in-law 
(Evans) say he would kill the s— — —. His father 
and Evans wentdown to Alliance on a freight 
train. He, bis brother John, and Jack Shaugh- 
enessey went down in a passenger. His father 
paid bis fare. Heard the four talking about the 
matter before they left, and the reason they 


went away so far was they didn’t want 
to do anvthing dirty near home. They 
were all together when the cars 
were tet down; his father and Evans 


the cars and Shaughenessey 
opened the switch. After the crash, when the 
engine was turned over and the men killed, they 
went back to town and stopped ail night ata 
hotel, so that McGowan knew where it was, and 
closed with the statement that they ail returned 
home on the cars in the morning. After the boy 
bad detailed this thrilling experience to the 
blacksmith twelve weeks ago, the latter took 
him to the office of the Mayor of the village. 
William Saint, where his statement was reduced 
to writing and testified to by the boy. 
From that time until now McGowan has guarded 
the boy with great care to see to it that he made 
no outside statements, and that nobody spirited 
him away. What be.wants is the $500 offered by 
the Pennsylvania Company. He is nere with 
the boy. who is fearfully afraid bis father will 
get bold of him. When be parted with McGowan 
at the jail the little fellow cried piteously. John 
Lewis Sr., Man Evans. and Jack Shauchenessey 
are locked ein the women’s department of the 
jail. Young George Lewis is locked up in the 
main part. The defendants are not aware of 
the existence of this last evidence, bust they 
claim that they will be able to establish their in- 
nocence by ample proof.

MADDENED BY LOVE. 


Desperate Tragedy on a Louisiana 
Plantation.

SHREVEPORT, La., Jan. 3.—- News reached here 
today of the terrible tragedy which occurred on 
Bonnie Doon plantation, known as Puckette 
Place, in River Parish, last Friday night, result- 
ing in the wounding of two highly accomplished 
ladies and the death of a well-known young 
man by his own hand. The particulars, as 
learned, are about as follows: Several years 


ago Mr. Wil 8. Lewis, son of the 
late Judge Lang Lewis, of Minden, 
married Miss Ermine Degraffenried, 


of Macon, Ga., a beautiful and higbly-accom- 
plished lady, and brought ber to Louisiana to 
reside. For some time they lived on the plan- 
tation referred to above, and Robert 8. Lewis, 
a brother of ber husband. resided with them. 
The latter is spoken of by those who knew him 
as “high-toned”’ and honorable and much liked 
by all who were acquainted with bim. Some 
few months ago Mr. Will S. Lewis died, and his 
widow remained on the plantauon, which is 
placed in charge of Robert. It seems Robert 
fell desperately in love with the wite of his de- 
ceased brother, and the story goes she had 

romised him not to leave the place. It was bis 
ntention, no doubt, to have claimed her hand at 
the proper time. 

A short time ago Mrs. Thompson, a widowed 
sister of Mrs. Lewis, came to the place, and an 
arrangement was made between them to return 
to Macon, which somewhat exasperated 
Robert. The two ladies expected to leave on 
the down trip of the Jewell, which boat they 
were awaiting on Friday night last. Robert 
went into the room where his sister-in- 
law was, and had some conversation witb her 
about going, which resulted in his shooting 
ber in the right breast with a pistol. She fell 
to the floor, and ber sister, Mrs. Thomp- 
son, bearing the report of the pistol, came out 
of her room and started toward them, when the 
exasperated youug man shot ber in the side of 
the neck, the ball — around, not making a 
serious wound. Young Lewis then knelt beside 
his sister-in-law and begged her to speak, but 
she kept her eyes and lips closed. Supposing 
that he had killed her, he placed the pistoi to the 
side of his head and blew his brains out, falling 
beside her a corpse. Your correspondent is in- 
formed that the wound of Mrs, Lewis 1s consid- 
ered mortal. 

Robert Lewis will be remembered as the young 
man who, in a duel shortly after the War, shot 
the Hon. Clarence Pratt, who was a member of 
the Legislature from Claiborne Parish, Webster 
Parish not being in existence then, from the 
effects of. which wound itis thoucht he after- 
ward died. The cause of the duel was some re- 
magks made by Pratt in the Legislature reflect- 
ing upon the character of Lewis’ father. Many 
of the friends ot Lewis think the death of Pratt 
has been weighing upon his mind since, and at 
times made him reckiess.

Sr. Pat., Minn., Jan. 4.~An opinion of great 
interest to grain-dealers and insurance men was 
delivered by Judge Nelson in the United States 
Circuit Court today in the case of George 
S. Barnes et al. vs. The Hartford Fire- 
Insurance Company. The suit was 
submitted tothe court upon an agreed state- 
ment of facts, and was instituted merely to de- 
termine the basis of adjustment of the insur- 
ance. The materia! points in the decision are as 
follows: This suit is brought against the 
defendant upon an insurance policy 
dated Feb. 22, 1881, by the terms 
of which it insured the plaintiffs, 
as their interest might appear, against loss or 
damage by fire, “to the amount of $20,000 
upon grain held by them in storage, or 
in trust, or on commission, sold but 
not delivered, contained in elevators and 
mg gg situate on the lines of the Northern 
*acific and St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba 
Railroad, as per schedule — as the same 
may be owned, controlled, or leased by the said 
assured " to meet the demand of the grain busi- 
ness conducted by dealers owning and control- 
ling numerous elevators, at which they pur- 
chase and from which they ship and 
distribute large quantities of grain, con- 
tinually changing and shifting in ‘the loca-

The amountof defend- 
ant’s oe is the only question at issuein the 
view taken by the Court. To arrive at this, it is 
necessary to ascertain what proportion of the 
$250,000 insurance upon the grain, both in and 
outaide of Duluth, was applicable to pay the loss 
at the date it occurred. The aggregate value 
of the grain at the time of the fire was $357,327.- 
50; of that outside of Duluth $189,220.22: so that 
there would be $189,220.22 and $357,227.00.

MAD PROPERTY-OWNERS 


Protesting Against the Opening of Union 
Street from Twelith to Madison Street 
— Hon Frank Lawler Caved In. 

The property-owners on the line of Union 
street from Madison to Twelfth street beld a 
large ano highly enthusiastic indignation meet- 
ing last evening at the corner of Desplaines and 
Bunker streets. James McDonnell was called to 
the chair, and Johu O'Donnell elected to keep 
the minutes. The Chairman stated that the 
meeting had been called for the purpose of de- 
vising means to defeat the proposed opening of 
Union street from Twelfth to Madison, in order 
to connect the north and south sections. He 
suggested as the best means the appointing of a 
committee uf three, empowered to retain a com- 
petent lawyer to attend to their case when it 
came up in the courts. 

Mr. William O0 Donnell, a patriarch of the lo- 
cality, was the first to take the floor. He said 
that without the opening of Uuion street there 
were thoroughfares enough for the present de- 
mand. Halsted and Desplaines streets were 
near enough for residents on the cross streets iu 
the vicinity, and that none wanted the opening 
but meu who bad property to sell. It was of no 
earthly benetit to those who intended to 
live and. die in the neighborhood. The 
Aidermen df the ward were then hauled over the 
coals, for what he called their absolute disregard 
for the remonstrance, with the signatures of 500 
interested property-owners attacned, which had 
beep sent to them, in which the petiuoners pro- 
tested against the condemnation of property 
for the proposed purpose. He urged them to go 
into the courts to defend their rights, since to 
look for further favor from the Council was 
useless, as it was

and they were monopolists who were looking for 
the opening of the street. 

At this point excitement ran high, and cries 
of “No! No!’ “Bounce the Council!” rang 
through the room. Ald, Lawier, who was pres- 
ent, was severely criticised for his supposed 
apathy in the matter. as was Smyth and Spof- 
ford, 1 were not there. Mr. O'Donnell, con- 
tinuin®, said that their ward representatives 
wanted to confiscate their property for their 
own purposes and the purposes of corporations 
such as the West Division Railroad, and he 
would favor passing a vote of censure upon 
tbem. 

Patrick Casey was next heard from, and spoke 
in the same strain. 

Ald. Lawier's presence was now discovered in 
a remote portion of the room, and he was loudly 
ealled upon for aspeech. He said that he bad 
come there for information by wich he might 
be guided in his future conduct.

He claimed the right to bis own opinion on all 
subjects, and in regard to the one before them, 
as a property-owner in the vicinity, he cer- 
tainly favored the opening improvement;

personal interest, and vote and fight against it.

Consequent- 
ly, when a prominent citizen was caught steal- 
ing or forging, bis punishment was always made 
heavier and more severe than meted out 
to rogues of either of the classes con- 
temptuousty known as poor whites” or free 
niggers.” Infact, a half century ago so large a 
proportion of the criminals punished by whip- 
ping was of the respectable class of society, that 
a lady on visiting Delaware some years ago, 
having heard that this, and the otber dis- 
tinguised citizen was the descendant of some 
one who bad been publicly whipped, asked:

He was a magis- 
trate, and noted for wisdom ana excellence of 
a On one occasion there was brought 

fore him in bis official capacity some counter- 
feiters, who bad been arrested for sing 
money, a large amount of which was found upon 
their persons. The magistrate, as was his duty, 
took possession of the counterfeit stuff, to de- 
stroy, it was supposed. The rogues were com- 
mitted for trial and subsequently pilloried and 
whipped. Years afterward the neighborhood 
was flooded with us money,” at length 
traced to the Squire,“ who had committed the 
culprits alluded to, and who, it was afterwards 
discovered, bad been for a long time passing the 
money he had confiscated for destruction. Every 
effort was made to shield this beloved and re- 
spected citizen from the consequences of his 
olfense, but without any avail whatever. He 
was whipped most severely inthe jail-yard at 
Dover, and the Sheriff who inflicted the punish- 
ment was so fearful that he might be accused of 
partiality fora rich and respectable criminal 
that he cut so deeply into the flesh as to cause 
the blood to run off the end of the lash and down 
hisown hands, whilst the back of the un- 
fortunate offender was a sight on which the most 
stoical could not look without being sickened 
with horror and pity. 

Some tuirty-U ve or so years ago a well-known 
and very able politician of Wilmington ran for 
Congress and came within three votes of being 
elected. He spent more money than he could 
afford, and in order to tide over a temporary 
embarrassment forged the indorsement of his 
brother-in-law, a distinguished physician of the 
city, to a note given by him, intending to take it 
up before it came to maturity and so escape any 
bad vonsequences. It so 2— that he was 
not on good terms with the brother-in-law, and 
this the Teller of the bank at which the note 
was presented for discount knew. It was there- 
fore retained until the matter could be inquired 
into. The Teller took occasion 6 ily to see 
the doctor, and said, suddenly: Why, you have 
made your quarrel up with J——, and have com- 
menced indorsing for bim, eh?” “I dave done 
nothing of the sort.“ said the doctor, who was 
thrown off bis guard, and who, for family rea- 
sons, would have cut his tongue out before giving 
his relative away had he taken time to think 
before speaking. His after attempts to bush up 
the matter were without avail. Political op- 
ponents of the unfortunate culprit got hold of 
the story and he was indicted, tried, and found 
guilty of the crime of forging, and sentenced to 
be whipped. That he would have been so pun- 
ished there is no doubt had not his lovely and 
loving wife gove to the Governor and to the 
Governor's wife, and so wrought upon the 
sympathies of both as to secure his pardon. But 
from that time forth he was politically and 
socially dead. 

Among the most beautiful, highly-cultured 
and charming women of the State some thirty 
years ago were the four daughters of a high 
official who had the misfortune to be born 
kleptomaniacs. It was well known to all the 
citizens of the town in which they resided that 
they had inherited this mania from their mother, 
who was a constitutional thief. These giris 
would take anything they couid lay their hands 
on, from mouse-traps to fishing-taclie. ac- 
quisitions made in this way were, in nine cases 
out of ten, wholly useless and wortbless to them.

TRADE WIIEH MEXICO. 

Tun Tripune last week called public 
attention to the tact that, while American 
capital was seeking investment rapidly and 
to immense amounts in railroads construct- 
ing in Mexieo, the revenue laws of both 
countries practically forbid any exchange of 
commodities between the two countries. The 
United States tariff is so exacting in its taxa- 
tion of raw material that American manu- 
facturers cannot produce their wares at a 
cost which permits their export and sale in 
competition with the like manufactures of 
other countries; and the Mexican tariff so 
increases the cost of imported goods that 
their cost to consumers forbids the purchase 
of even the most ordinary articles by the 
great mass of the Mexican people. The 
American people, when they look upon the 
rates of the Mexican tariff, cannot fail to re- 
gard these rates as barbarous, though they 
are not so very much different from those 
which are provided in our own enlightened 
tariff.

It will be seen that our Mexican neighbors 
have not only studied our tariff, but have 
carried the doctrine of protection in some 
things much further than it has been in this 
country. In addition to the heavy duties 
imposed by the national tariff of Mexico 
there is an additional tariff imposed by each 
State upon ali foreign merchandise, and the 
importer has to settle at a fresh custom- 
house every time he moves his goods from 
one State across the line into another State. 

Two years ago Mr. Foster, our then Min- 
ister to Mexico, in several letters published 
in Toe Trmcne concerning the legal ditli- 
culties in the way of trading with Mexico; 


pre 


stated that a barrel of flour costing 86 in 


New York could not be sold in the City of 
Mexico for less than $30, because of the va- 
rious tariff taxes; and for the same reason a 
box of crackers, costing $5.22 in New York, 
cost $22 in the City of Mexico. As the law 
now stands, a stock of American guods, 
upon reaching the Mexican border at El Paso, 
would have to pay tribute at the national 
custom-house and then have to pay addi- 
tional duties at the custom-house of each 
State it had to cross on its way to its desti- 
nation. 
The present evidently enlightened Govern- 
ment ot Mexico proposes to frame a treaty of 
reciprocity with the United States: to admit 
all American commodities free, or at most a 
nominal duty, the United States admitting 
everything of Mexican growth and manu fact- 
ure upon the same terms. This treaty would 
open Mexico to our manufacturers as an ad- 
ditional market, but it would also remove the 
duty on sugar and salt, and jute and wool, 
and many other commodities which at pres- 
ent are objects of special protectionist pat- 
ronage. While making this most desirable 
treaty with Mexico, without which the rail- 
ways now building in that country will bea 


of 


and 


Jr profitless expenditure of capital, 
the treaty should provide for its own exten- 
sion to all the Central and South Ameri- 
can States, and thus open by the means 
free and liberal commercial inter- 
course all these countries to reciprocal 
trade with the United States We now 
buy largely of all these Central and South 
Amerzean States, but instead of furnishing 
them in exchange with the manufactures 
and other products of the United States we 
pay them in bills of exchange en London, 
where the money is expended for European 
goods. The admission of many of the prod- 
ucts of these American States free of tax or 
duty would cheapen the cost of many of the 
American manufactures and enable them to 
be sold in competition with European goods, 
and this would hasten the_building up of an 
interchange of commoditieS so desirable, 
and ending in so great a profit to all con- 
cerned, 


THE GOVERNMENT DEBT. 

The debt statement at the beginning of the 
new year suggests acomparison which can- 
not fail to be a source of pride and gratilica- 
tion to every American citizen. 

At the end of the fiscal year June 30, 1506, 
something more than fifteen years ago, the 
ascertuined, recorded debt of the United 
States was $2,773,236,173. ‘This statement ex- 
cluded from $150,000,000 to $200,000,000 of 
claims: which had been paid out of the cur- 
rent revenues since the close of the War, and 
perhaps $150,000,000 paid off in the same man- 
ner within the next three or four years which 
never figured in any statement of the funded 
debt. It may be fairly assumed, therefore, 
that the War left the Government a debt leg- 
acy of not less than 83.000, 000, 000. This debt 
was carried at an annual interest charge of 
about $150,000,000 by a population nuimber- 
ing about 35,000,000 when the War closed. In 
other words, the cost of carrying the debt f- 
teen years ago was about $4.25 per capita of 
the population. 

Contrast that statement with the showing 
made by the first debt statement of this year. 

The total interest-bearing debt is now 
$1,554,534,600, and che entire debt, counting the 
greenbacks, but a trifle more than $2,000,000,- 
000, which is really reduced to $1,750,000,000 
by over $250,000,000 of available cash in the 
Treasury. The annual interest charge for 
carrying this debt has been reduced to about 
$60,500,000, with a population of about 3, 
000,000, or, in other words, about $1.10 per 
capita. 

This is certainly a most remarkable ex- 
hibit. In less than sixteen years the actual 
amount of the debt has been reduced by 
more thau $1,000.000,000, and the interest on 
the debt by about $90,000,000 per annum, 
while the burden of carrying the debt, which 
is the chief consideration, is only one-fourth 
as much to the present population as it was 
to the American people at the close of the 
War. There is certainly much to be proud of 
and to be thankful for in such a showing. 

But this is not all. Sixteen years ago the 
outstanding, non-interest bearing Govern- 
ment netes were worth only about 67 cents 
on the dollar: now they are worth par. 
These notes at that time represented an un- 
fulfilled promise to pay; now they can be 
converted into specie at the nearest bank or 
broker’s office. Then there was no cash in 
the Treasury available for a reduction of the 
debt, or any other purpose @xcept to meet 
the current expenditures; now there is more 
specie in the Government vaults of the United 
States than in the Treasury of any other na- 
tion on the face of the globe, and the reduc- 
tion of the debt continues at the rate of $150,- 
000,000 a year. Then both gold and silver 
were unknown to the American people, ex- 
cept as they might be remembered by the 
older citizens or seen in museums by the 
younger ones; now gold and silver are both 
in actual circulation to as full an extent as a 
perfected system of bank exchanges will 
permit. 

If any one is ever inclined to question the 
inexhaustible resources of the American 
people or take a gloomy view of the future, 
such a comparison as we have made ought 
to restore confidence. The reduction of over 
$1,000,000,000 of public debt has been accom- 
plished in spite of a lavishness of expendi- 
ture approximating profligacy, and one-third 
of the period during which it has been ac- 
complished was a season of depression in 
which people of every class in life com- 
plained of poverty. But the resources of the 
country were so abundant and unfailing, and 
the good faith of the Government was so re- 
peatedly and steadfastly confirmed by the 
votes of the people, that resumption of specie 
payments, reduction of the debt and of the 
rete of interest, and an increase in the over- 
pins revenues went hand in hand, accom- 
plishing in the aggregate the mwagnuilicent 
* we have described. 


CHANGE OF VENUE FROM JUSTICES OF 
THE PEACE. 

The experience of Mr. Robert Law in his 
proceedings against the Hankins brothers, 
professional gamblers, exhibits forcibly the 
defects of the Illinois laws relating to 
changes of venue. 

The circumstances of the case are as fol- 
lows: Mr. Robert Law is one of the oldest 
most respected merchants of Chicago. 
Ile is a life-long Democrat, and until recent- 
ly was in entire political sympathy with the 
present Mayor of this city. Mr. Law has 
suffered several times through the defalca- 
tions of his clerks. The last defalcation was 
traced to the losses of the delinquent in the 
gaming-rooms of the Messrs. Hankins, a 
place of open and notorious resort on Clark 
street, as well known to the police as the 
City-HalL or the County-Building. 

Mr. Law lodged an information against 
the Messrs. Hankins. The first step of the 
defense has been a change of venue from 
the Police Magistrate. Owing to the peculiar 
provisions of the Illinois law and the adyan- 
tage taken of it by petty offenders, this in- 
volves 4 delay of at least ten days, during 
which the defendants will exert themselves 
to the utmost to effect a compromise. or se- 
cure the absence of material witnesses for 
the prosecution. It is an axiom of criminal 
procedure that every delay benefits the de- 
fendant; and a great part of the skill of suc- 
cessful criminal practice in Illinois now con- 
sists in wearying out the witnesses for the 
prosecution by endless changes of venue, 
continuances, new trials, and other tricks 
sanctioned by the laws and the courts. 

The statute providing for changes of venue 
from Justices of the Peace and Police Jus- 
tices is as follows: 


Previous to the commencement of any trial 
before a Justice of the Peace or Police Magis- 
trate the defendant, or bis or ber agent, may 
make Oath that it is the belief of such deponent 
that the defendant cannot have an impartial 
trial before such Justice of the Peace or Police 
Magistrate; 3 — 1 n it shall be the duty of 
the Justice of the Peace or Police Magistrate 
immediately to transmit all the papers and duc- 
uments belonging to the suit to the nearest Jus- 
tice of the Peace or Police Magiatrate in the same 
county, whois not of kin to either party. sick, 

absent from town, or interested in the event of 
the suit as counsel or otherwise, who shall pro- 
ceed as if the suit bad been instituted before 
him, anything in any special charter or law to 
the contrary notwithstanding: ided, that 
distance as contemplated in this section shali 
mean to be by the nearest traveled route. 


The practical effect of this statute has 
been (1) to promote perjury by inducing 
parties to swear that in their belief they 
could not have an impartial trial, when they 
in fact believed nothing of the sort; (2) to 
cause neediess delays and obstruct the ad- 
ministration of justice; and (3) to make col- 
lusion between Justices of the Peace arid 
Police Magistrates a matter of course. The 
practice in Chicago is for two Justices to 


satisfy the requirements of the law by get-

ting together ih one building, and the near- 
est traveled route“ in some instances is from 
one door to.another in the same hallway. 

Change of venue from Justices of -the 
Peace or Police Justices is a simple parody 
upon law. There ought to be no such statu- 
tory provision for the following reasons: 
First, a Justice has not the power to preju- 
dice the rights of a defendant, inasmuch as 
the right of appeal is unlimited, direct, and 
immediate. Secondiy, the practice of tak- 
ing changes of venue habitually from one 
Justice to another holds forth a direct in- 
dlucement to lenity in the case of one or more 
of the Justices. For example, Justice Suin- 
mertield, who happens to be the. Justice to 
whom changes of venue must be taken from 
the South Side Police Court by the nearest 
traveled route,” complains that his docket 
is overflowing, so that cases cannot be 
heard by him ten days after the change Is 
taken. How convenient it would be for him 
under the circumstances to have a reputa- 
tion for great tenderness in passing upon po- 
lice offenses. We do not say that he has 
such a reputation, but it is true that the law 
holds out an extra inducement for him to 
cultivate such a reputation. 

Change of venue from Police Magistrates 
is the reductio ad absurdum of the incon- 
gruous method of criminal procedure in IIII- 
nois. The criminal taws were first inter- 
preted by a backwoods Supreme Court to the 
advantage of offenders against the laws; 
they have now been twisted and perverted by 
the Legislature and the courts, not merely 
to obstruct justice, but to defeat it. 

Many of the States of the Union do not 
permit changes of venue in criminal eases, 
even from courts of record, and Illinois and 
Arkansas are almost the only States which 
make such a change peremptory.“ Massa- 
chusetts now permits a change only in cap- 
ital cases; and in all of the more enlightened 
communities the common-law rule, which 
contides a motion for a change of venue to 
the sound discretion of the Court,“ has been 
adopted. 

The Lilinois law allowing a change of venue 
from Justices of the Peace is a natural curi- 
osity of itself. It ought to be repealed forth- 
with.

THE ENGLISH LANDLORDS’ “MEETING IN 
DUBLIN, 

On Tuesday last there was a mass-meeting 
of 5,000 “suffering” English landlords and 
their agents in Dublin, gathered together to 
protest against the decisions of the Land 
Courts, and as the gist of their proceedings 
the following memorial was adopted, which 
is to be presented to the Queen: 

This meeting sees with alarm the Land act be- 
ing admivistered ina manner at variance with 
the pledge that it would not diminisa the value 
or disturb the foundation of property, and con- 
trary to assurances on the faith of which Parlia- 
ment was advised not to provide for compensa- 
tion to iandiords; that the antecedents of many 
of the Assistant Commissioners do pot insure the 
impartial judicial exercise of their funcdoa: that 
the Commissioners bave determined the rents 
after a cursory examination of lands, and that 
they have been indiscriminately reducing 
rents; that if the appeals from tbe decisions of 
the Assistant Commissioners result in the sanc- 
tioning of these decisions, the Legisisture should 
provide compensation for those landowners 
whose property will be thereby unjustiy dimin- 
ished; that a petition embodying the views of 
this meeting be presented to the Queen. 


Before considering the charactef of this 
memorial the character of those who adopted 
it should be considered, as it has an im- 
portant bearing upon the case in its real 
merits. These were not the men who have 
dealt fairly by Lrish tenants, for the law has 
worked no “ bardship” for them. The.meet- 
ing was composed of hard landlords, the 
cormorants so to speak, who have sucked the 
lifeblood out of that afflicted island. They 
were the men from whose brutal mastership 
and grinding oppression have ensued the 
poverty, wretclfedpess, and squalor that the 
Irish have suffered: who have made paupers 
of nearly an entire people; who have driven, 
penniless millions to this country to escape 
starvation: those remaining behind have 
called on their countrymen in the United 
States for millions of dollars to help pay 
rack- rents to hard, overreaching landlords de- 
manding their pound of flesh. The members 
of that meeting, by rack-renting and evictions, 
have reduced eight and a half millions 
of people to five and a quarter of millions in 
a single generation. This is the class of 
landlords who assembled on Tuesday in 
Dublin to demand compensation for loss 
of rents and alleged diminution of the value 
of their property, that diminution being the 
value of improvements made by tenants at 
theirown expense, which these taskmasters 
have hitherto stolen and added to the valua- 
tion in assessing more rent. 

When the Irish Land bill was passed, it 
was said by Mr. ‘Gladstone that, in cases 
where a reduction of rents worked injustice 
or values of property were unjustly dimin- 
ished, landlords ought to be entitled to some 
compensation from the Government. How 
has the law been administered? In no case 
where a landlord has done justice to his 
tenants and exacted only a fair rent 
and the tenant has enjoyed the riguts which 
tenants enjoy in other countries has there 
been any reduction of re&t made by the 
court. In one-fourth, perhaps in one-third, 
of the applications the reductions have been 
very slight. In many cases the tenants, be- 
ing satistiéd, have made no application for 
reduction. It is only in cases where actual 
hardship has been worked to the tenant, 
where hisimprovements have been taken 
away from him and taxed for additional rent, 
and where he has been held at the mercy of 
evicting, rack-renting landlords, that impor- 
tant reductions have been made by the Land 
Court. 

With what grace, except that of official in- 
solence and brazen assumption, can this ra- 
pavious class now come forward and demand 
to be awarded recompense for the reduction 
of their unjust and extortionate rentals, based 
upon an improved condition of the holdings 
upon which they have not expended a penny 
and which they cannot own upon any princi- 
ple of justice except through purchase? It 
the Government is to be called upon to re- 
coup these rack-renting landlords for reut- 
reductions, why should it not be consistent 
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and offer to pay those landlords who have 
been just and lenient to their tenants a 
bonus equivalent to the reductions made on 
the rentals of the other class ? 

In a few words, this Dublin gathering 
was confined to those landlords who have 
been drawing rents upon tenant improve- 
ments. The Land bill does not reduce the 
rent of the landlords’ capital, but the rent on 
the tenants’ improvements. In every case 
where a tenant has reciaimed his lands, 
laid drains, introduced improved imple- 
ments, built houses or barns, these land- 
lords have doubled up on the rentals, and 
this crowning injustice lies at the bottom of 
the struggle. It isa fight over the improve- 
ments robbed or confiscated by landlords, 
and on which 25 millions of rent was added 
to the rental value of the property after the 


ordinary thief caught with another’s proper- 
ty in his hands might with equal consistency 
demand that the owner should pay him for 
it if the law compels him to give it up. 


THE SANDWICH. ISLANDS TREATY. 

The people who talk about extending our 
commerce by creating new markets in for- 
eign countries for the sale of American man- 
ufactures, and at the same time of maintain- 
ing our protective tariff, may learn some- 
thing from the practical Jesson taught by the 
results of the treaty with the King of the 
Sandwich Islands. That treaty provided for 
the admission of the products of each coun- 
try into the other free of duty. The treaty 
went into operation in 1877, and the results 
of the four years’ trade ending with 1880 are 
instructive. Certain classes of goods pro- 
duced in the United States and not obtaina- 
ble in any other country at like prices, such 
as lumber, groceries, canned goods. bread- 
stuffs, naval stores, coal oil, tobacco, and 
cigars, have had a large sale to the islands, 
but these would have had to be purchased in 
this country, treaty or no treaty. The treaty 
was expected to open a market for our man- 
ufactures. But the islanders, though they 
gota free market ind the United States for 
their wares, have not patronized the United 
States for what they needed except in the 
matter of lumber, oil, breadstuffs, and other 
things which they could not get as cheap 
elsewhere. The importations into Honolulu 
during the four years the treaty has been in 
operation thus compare:

Outside the classes of goods peculiar to 
the United States, all others are purchased 
from other countries in excess of those pur- 
chased in the United States, this excess 
amounting in the four years to $1,135,000, 

The reasons for this are obvious. Our 
manufaetures of dry goods, ete., cost too 
much to produce them. Our wanufacturers 
have to purchase protected materials, and 
they cannot sell their goods at the Sandwich 
Islands at prices as low as those at which 
the British, German, and French goods are 
sold. The Sandwich Islanders, therefore, sell 
their goodsin San Francisco, and send the 
money they receive to London to pay for 
cotton and woolen goods. The lesson is 
clear and direct. We must relieve our man- 
ufacturers of the burden of paying protective 
duties on the raw materials they use; they 
must be placed on an equal footing as to the 
cost of materials with their foreign competi- 
tors, and in that case, being able to sell their 
wares as cheap as others can sell them, they 
can extend their trade to the various markets 
of the world, now closed against them. Even 
the Sandwich Islanders have intelligence 
enough to buy and sell in the most ad- 

vantageous markets, a privilege which our 
tariff forbids to the American people. 

A QUESTION OF COUNCIL ETHICS. 
VThe following conversation is reported as 
having taken place yesterday between the 
Mayor and one of the city Aldermen: 

“Is there such a thing as corruption ia the 
Council?’ said the Mayor. “I see Tur TrisuNne 
makes a direct charge this morning.” “I tei 
you, Mr. Mavor.“ responde i the Alderman, we 
hada’t much suffering in my ward lust winter, 1 
am happy to say. Last winter 1 gave away to 
twenty-one poor families in my ward, the poor- 
est I could find, twenty-one turkeys, a pair of 
chickens, two yuarts of cranberries, and a quart 
of oysters to each. I've got to get the money 
somewhere to pay for them, and the only way I 
see is lo sieal some of & from some of these rich 
robbera who ask privileges of the Council. 

If such a conversation actually took place 
—and the fact that it was reported in a news- 
paper scarcely admits of a doubt on the sub- 
ject—it involves a general confession that 
the corporations are assessed for the favors 
they ask at the hands of the Council, and 
also a justification on the ground that a 
certain number of poor families are thereby 
enabled to enjoy a Christmas dinner of 
turkey and cranberry sauce which they 
would not otherwise have. It raises the 
question whether the end justifies the means. 

It is related of a couple of darkies down 
South, who were robbing a chicken-roost, 
that one of them asked the other whether it 
was right, and that Sambo replied: ** Dat am 
a great moral question which we haint got 
time to discuss. Cesar, you hand down 
anodder pullet. But Aldermen have 
abundant time to ponder over the ethics of 
robbing the corporations, and one of them at 
least seems to have quieted his conscience 
by distributing a small amount of turkey 
and cranberry sauce among a small number 
of his poorest constituents. 

Looking at this question from a business 
point of view, it may be fairly suggested that

$20,000, or $10,000, exacted from a corpora- 


tion as compensation for Aldermanic favors 
is a high price to pay for twenty- 
one turkeys, even with the cranber- 
ries thrown in. If all the Aldermen 
who share in the corporation plunder 
were to distribute turkeys in the same pro- 
portion in different wards of the city the 
case might assume a different aspect, but 
economical people will be persuaded with 
difficulty that $1,000 a turkey, or even $500 a 
turkey, is not too high a price for poultry, 
notwithstanding the present inflation of 
values and even though a railroad or tel- 
egraph company must foot the bill. In order 
to be entirely fair, however, it must be re- 
membered that twenty-one poor families in 
one ward of this city would not have had 
turkey and cranberry sauce for dinner so 
much as one day in the year if the corpora- 
tions had not been assessed for the privileges 
granted them by the Council. 

There are other circumstances which have 
some bearing upon the case in hand. On the 
one hand, it may be urged that the privilege 
granted to corporations by the Council be- 
long to the city, and that, if any money is 
paid for them, it ought to be paid into the 
Municipal Treasury. But that is manifestly 
a narrow view of the ease. ‘There are more 
important considerations. In the first place, 
the city itself is merely a corporation, and 
therefore a proper subject for plunder. In 
the next place, if the money were paid into 
the City Treasury none of it would be dis- 
tributed among twenty-one families, or any 


other number of families, for turkey and 


tenant had been despoiled of it. The case. 
would be precisely similar if a man 
should lease a piece of land in 
Chicago and erect a building upon 
it, and the owner of the land should then 
charge him rent on his own building and 
take it himself when the lease expires, with- 
out any compensation. It was to cure such 
villainy and injustice as this that Mr. Glad- 
stone introduced the Land bill. It is to com- 
pel these unjust landlords to disgorge prop- 
erty stolen from their tenants, and these cor- 
morants now have the assurance to meet and 
resolve if they give up this plunder they 


shall be paid for it by the Government. An 


cranberry-sauce; it is the business of the 
County and not of the City Government to 
take care of the poor. Finally, if there were 
no distribution of turkey and cranberry- 
sauce there might be fewer votes to re@lect 
the Aldermen who have the courage to make 
the corporations pay for their benetits. 

People are so apt to take a contracted 
view of things that the Aldermanic theory of 
Council ethics may not be. received with 
popular approval; but it must be conceded 
that the turkey and cranberry-sauce argu- 
ment is the strongest that has yet been put 
forth. It would have been still stronger if 
more than one Alderman were in the habit 
of distributing turkeys and cranberries in 
season: but perhaps this practice will in- 
crease when it shall come to be accepted as a 
justification for plundering the corporations. 

In the meantime, it is still undecided 
whether or not the Mayor will sign the 
ordinance permitting the Mutual Union 
Telegraph Company to erect telegraph-poles 
in spite of the general ordinance prohibiting 
the same.

Dr. Ver Ric#arps, who is experi- 
menting on the eflicacy of permanganate of 
potash as an antidote for the poison of the 
cobra, writes to the Indian Medical Gazette that 
he has obtained some very remarkable results. 
When permanganate of potash was mixed with 
cobra poison and hypodermically injected no 
fatai result followed, although a fatal dose of 
cobra poison was used and the mixture injected 
into the vein. He adds, however, that before 
any definit opinion can be formed many ex- 
periments will have to be performed, not only 
with cobra, but also with viper poison. The 
St. James’ Gazette remarks that, under the 
Vivisection act, Dr. Vincent Richards could not 
perform these experiments in England without 
a couple of licenses from the Home Secretary 
ana running the risk ofa criminal prosecution 
and public vituperation at the hands of the 
anti-vivisectionists. The importance ot such 
investigations is shown in the statement that 
between 20,000 and 30,000 people die from snake- 
bite every year in India.

PROF. DRAPER DEAD. 
A SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
New York, Jan. 4.—John William Draper, 
M. D., LL. D., the eminent chemist and 
physiologist, died today at his residence in 
Hastings-on-Hudson. Kor the past six 
months Dr. Draper had been troubled with 
an obscure affection of the kidneys and 
rheumatism. lis sickness had not been 
severe, but it had kept him from attending 
to his regular duties at the University of the 
City of New York during the present college 
year. Dr. Draper was 71 years old, and was 
of English birth, coming to this coun- 
try when 22 years of age. Ile had 
prosecuted his chemical studies in 
London and continued them at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, where he received the 
degree of Doctor of Medicine in 1836, 
WIS GRADUATING TUESIS 

was so excellent that the medical Faculty 
selected it for publication. A few weeks 
later he was selected Professor of Chemistry, 
Natural’ Philosophy, and Physiology in 
Hamden-Sidney College, Virginia. During 
his Professorship there he made many orig- 
inal experiments and investigations in 
chemistry and mhysiology. ‘Throughout his 
long career, Dr. Draper seemed to prefer 
publishing his discoveries and investigations 
in European scientific journals. For that 
reason he is today 

BETTER KNOWN IN FOREIGN LANDS 
than in the country of his adoption. He 
concluded to make a collection of these scat- 
tered papers about 1860, The Harper Broth- 
ers published them in one octavo volume. 
But, before the work had circulated, the 
great fire in their publishing house destroyed 
the edition and valuable plates, and one of 
the most valuable and characteristic works 
of the scientiest was lost to the pub 
lie. Dr. Draper, in 1839, became 
Professor of Chemistry and Natural 
Philosophy in the University of the City of 
New York, and ever since he had been close- 
ly allied with all the interests of that instita- 
tion. He was the senior Professor in the 
faculty, with one exception, 

PROF. MORSE, 

inventor of the telegraph, who pursued his 
chemical studies in Prof. Draper’s labora- 
tory. It is recorded that the first application 
of the principle of photography to the mak- 
ing of pictures of human beings was made 
by Prof. Draper. To him is due the discov- 
ery of many fundamental facts of spectral 
analysis, and among his latest papers are 
„ Exverimental Examinations of the Dis 
tribution of Heat and of Chem- 
ical Force on the Spectrum.” His 
“Conflict Between Religion and Science“ 
caused considerable wide comment. On sci- 
entific subjects Prof. Draper has written a 
number of books, among them a “ Treatise 
on the Forces Which Produce the Organiza- 
tion of Plants,“ 1844, a Text- Book on Chem- 
istry.“ 1846, and “}Hluman Physiology,“ 1856, 
He was the author of many literary works 
and reviews on general topics. His best- 
known literary production is the “History 
of the Intellectual Development of Europe,” 
Sr. It has been translated into many Eu- 
ropean languages. Between 1867 and 1870 
appeared his most ambitious work, the three- 
volume “Ilistory of the American Civil 
War.“ 


THE LOTTERY SWIND LE. 
A GIGANTIC OPERATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
New York, Jan, 4.—The_ lottery-ticket 
swindle in Havana, Cuba, proves to have 
been a gigantic operation, and one almost 
unparalleled in boldness. Nothing like a eor- 
rect account has yet been printed, and the 
true story was not knuwn until cable dis- 
patches brought the details today to an inter- 
ested party in this city. The fraud was prac- 
ticed,upou the banking house of J. M. Borjes 
& Co., of Havana, the junior member of 
which is Mr. William Auld, who arrived in 
New York by Tuesday’s steamer. A reporter 
saw Mr. Auld at the Windsor Hotel this even- 
ing, and from him learned the particulars of 
the operation. The lottery is known as the 
„Madrid Lottery,” with headquarters in 
Madrid, Spain. It is a Government concern, 
and it was established to allord a revenue to 
the country, whose 
EXCHEQUER Is SOMEWHAT DEPLETED. 
Stations for the sale of tickets are situated 
in different parts of Spain and Cuba, The 
December drawing, which oecurred on the 
23d, was an extraordinary one, and the grand 
prize was 30,000 doubloons, which is little 
less than $500,000 in the money of the 
United States. The tickets were 500 
pestas, or $100, each. On the afternoun 
of the Friday ou which the drawing occurred 
what purported to be an Associated Press 
dispatch from Madrid was posted in Havana 
and bulletined in the money and stock 
markets. It stated that the grand prize was 
drawn by ticket 04,745, and the dispatch was 
printed in the Havana newspapers the next 
morning as authoritative. The next day, 
Saturday, aman appeared at the banking 
house of Borjes & Co., and, saying that 
: HE HELD THIS LUCKY TICKET, 
desired to sell it. Nothing strange was 
thought of this,as it is customary for the 
banks to buy the tickets, which are redeemed 
by the Spanish General Treasury at Madrid. 
Wishing to make sure that the number was 
the correct one, Borjes & Co. told the man to 
return Monday, ang cabled to their corre- 
spondent in Madrid asking the number of 
the ticket that drew the grand prize. The 
answer was 04,745. When the holder appeared 
Monday he was paid $510,000 for the ticket, 
and Borjes & Co. expected to realize about 
$150,000—the premium on Spanish gold 
—by the purchase. Mr. Auld, al- 
though in Cuba when the tick- 
et was bought, was not in Havana, 
and, ashe sailed before the fraud was dis- 
covered, he could not tell the exact manner 
of its discovery.

and the answer was prepared in the cable 
oftice. It must have been the intention of 
the swindlers, the cable-operator among the 
rest, to leave the country as soon after ob- 
taining the money as possible. Even if none 
of the money had been recovered, the house 
of Borjes & Co. would have been unim- 
paired, as it is one of the oldest and most 
substantial on the island. The cable is the 
property of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, Mr. Auld” said, but 
is under Government espionage. The 
probable manner Of the discovery of 
the fraud was the receipt of another dispatch 
from Spain announcing the correct number 
of the ticket. A gentleman formerly of Cuba, 
but now engaged in the banking business in 
this city, said that the laws were very strict 
in such operations, and that the swindiers 
RAN THE CHANCES OF BEING SHOT, 
hanged, or imprisoned for twenty years. He 
added that Borjes & Co. could have borne the 
loss of the whole amount without their 
standing being affected in the least. Senor 
De La Ceuva, the Vige-Consul-General 
of Spain in New York, said the 
Government, if none of the money had 
been secured, would have sustained no part 
of the loss. The Tlavana newspapers were 
not kept under strict surveillance, and it was 
doubtful if it was in the power of the Gov- 
ernor-General of Cuba to prevent the inser- 
tion of fraudulent notices if the publishers 
were inclined to print them. The Spanish 
laws, he said, were strict, and the Govern- 
ment would probably make an example of 
the swindlers. The Consul thought the Gov- 
ernment would be apt to take precautions to 
prevent its lottery from being the subject ot 
fraudulent transactions in the future. 
THE WABASH, 
WHAT HUMPHREYS SAYS.

New York, Jan. 4.—It is said there is good 
authority for denying the statement from 
Chicago that the consolidation of the 
Wabash with the roads comprising the South- 
western system was under consideration, and 
that opposit opinions held by Jay Gould and 
Solon Humphreys in regard to the scheme 
had had the effect of causing Mr. Humphreys 
to retire from the Presideney of the com- 
pany.

A ROMANTIC SUIT. 


How the Robert K. Lee Mine, Orig- 
imnally Sold for 65,000, Was Made a 
Bonanza—- The Means Taken to 
„Freeze Out” a Woman Owner, and 
Hou She Warmed the Freezers in a 
Chancery Litigation. : 

Correspondence New York World. 

Denver, Colo., Dec. 21.—An important mining 
suit, involving new and important principles 
relating to several mining suits of a like equit- 
able character, was decided very recently by 
the United States Circuit Court in this city. It 
involves the question of sale under deceit and 
the right to a million of dollars, and its history 
includes the history of the Robert E. Lee Mine, 
which is romantic enough for a Braddon novel. 
The plaintiff is a woman and the defendants are 
men. The woman is poor and unprotected bya 
busband, and the men are millionaires, shrewd in 
business,and of extended personal influence. 
The woman makes a startling charge of conspi- 
racy and fraud against the men, who are promi- 
nent citizens of hitherto unblemished reputa- 
tions. The case was strongly fought, and the 
decision is in favor of the woman. 

There are tew people in the East who have not 
read the marvelous history of the Robert E. 
Lee Mine of Leadville—a mine that was bought 
for 52.000 and that has yielded $3,000,000 and is 
now stocked for $10,000,000; a miue that made 
honest poor men rich and then made some of 
the rich men rogues. The trial of the suit which 
has resulted in this decision has brought to light 
still another chapter of this strange, eventful 
history. The chapter is told in the plaintiff's 
amended bili of complaint, and condensed and 
stripped of its legal involutions and verbiage 
would read as follows: 

The Robert E, Lee mine was discovered on the 
25th day of June, 1878, by George W. Belt and 
Wiitliam Knigbt, who with the usual luck of pro- 
fessional prospectors, sold their millions for a 
pittance. The purchasers were Irving How- 
bert, of Colorado Springs, a banker and ex- 
Treasurer of El Paso County, Colo., and Mrs. M. 
Seymour Rogers, the wife of William H. Rogers, 


who, being a prospector, acted as his wife’s agent [ 


the transaction. Prior to this sale, however, 
elt and Knight bonded one-fourth of the mine 
Dexter on condition 
a land patent tor 
Kogerses ere poor 
people and lived in very modest quarters at Col- 
orado Springs. Mr. Rogers drifted with the tide 
to Leadville, and there met Beit and Knight. 
Learning of their prospects in the Kobert E. 
Lee, he negotiated for a purchase, and, getting 
an oller from them, went to Lrving Howbert, a 
man of some capital, and induced him to ad- 
vance $7,000—the amount demanded for the 
property. In the meantime James M. Sigafus, 
a freighter between Colorado Springs and 
Leadville, bad brought a suit to recover 
a half interest which he claimed in the 
mine. Rogers went to Sigafus, and the latter 
agreed to withdraw his suit for a 
third interest. Howbert and Rogers agreed 
to this, and the latter on the latbh of November 
procured a title- bond of Beit, Kuight, and Dex- 
ter, wherein for $7,000 they agreed to deed the 
roperty to Rogers and Howbert. Howbert paid 
2. 0 down, and the remaining $5,000 were to be 
paid onthe isth of February, 1579. The first 
ayment was made on the 2dof November, 
878, and Rogers took charge of the mine. Three 
days later the adverse suit of Sigafus was set- 
tled, and Rogers went vigorously at work to de- 
velop the mine. No great discoveries were made 
by him, although the prospects were 
very encouraging. latter part 
of February, 1879, stricken 
with paralysis, and 
motion of speech. Before be was thus stricken 
one Harmon F. Lee bad threatened to bring an 
action to secure half of the mine, and, although 
he had noright save the accidental similarity 
between his name and that of the mine, How- 
bert became alarmed and refused to pay Belt, 
K night, and Dexter the 65.000 when it feil due. 
In January, 1879, Lee conveyed bis title to 
Charics Stockbridge, a liquor dealer, of Colora- 
do City, and Stockbridge brought a suit against 
Belt, Knight, and Dexter, Howbert, Sigafus, 
and Kogers to recover. Rogers, contiaumg 
helpiess, was removed, to the care of his 
wife in Colorado Springs, when Sigafus took 
charge of the mine and the interests in the 
property were soid by Sigafus and Howbert to 
B. F. Crowell, a-rancheman of El Paso County, 
and J. F. Humphrey, a clerk in the First Nation- 
al Bank of Colorado Springs, of which Howbert 
was Cashier and Crowell a Director. When the 
$5,000 fell due Howbert refused to pay it, claim- 
ing that Beit, Knight. and Dexter could not give 
a clear titie because of Lee's claim, assigned to 
Stockbridge. Belt and his partners claimed 
that Howbert & Co. bad forfeited their 
claim, and ‘therefore they sold the mine 
to Joel W. Shackelford in Marcb, 1819, 
for 51.000. On the Ist of April 
Shackelford sold five-ciehths of his interest 
to Mr. Henry K. Wolcott, of Denver. Superin- 
tendent of the Boston Smelting Works, belong- 
ing to Senator Hill, and situated just north of 
the city. He also sold three-eightbs to John B. 
Sampson. Wolcott and Sampson at once 
brougbt suit against Howbert & Co. to obtain 
ywscession of the property. They secured an iu- 
unction from the court restraining the sale of 
ores, but not probibiting prospecting, which 
was vigorously carried on by Sigafus. In 
these suits John . Marshall, a Leadville 
lawyer, acted as counsel for Rogers. In 
March 816.000 worth of ore had been taken 
from the mine, giviog the impression that it 
would prove a very valuable property. By this 
time things were pretty thorougbly mixed up, 
and it was bard to tell bow the affair would 
turn. On the Mth of May, 1879. Lorenzo DL. 
Roudebush appears upon the scene, and How- 
bert, Croweil, Sivafus, Hutaphrey, and Rogers 
agreed to sell him the miue for $125,000, payabie 
July 15, 1879. Raudebush paid $10,000 down, 
which was to be forfeited if the remainder 
should not be paid as agreed. Roudebusb gave a 
pond with Woicott and Sampson in the sum of 
$135,000, with a forfeit of $10,000, the purchase 
money to be paid Aug. 20, 1879. 

Up to this time there had been a good deal of 
shrewd practice, but nothing crooked. The sit- 
vation was critical, the tight vigorous, and 
something decisive must be done. Sigafus deiv- 
ing away with bis miners developing the mine 
bad made the startling discovery that the 
erty was worth -millions.

For the months of November 
and December the earnings are estimated, and 
the corrected report may show a slight change 
from the above figures. 

This is about as good a showing as any Western 
road will be able to make for the year 1881. 
When it is considered that the Chacago & Alton 
in 1880 showed an increase $1,931,548 over the 
gross earnings of the preceding year, a decrease 
of $164,210 in 1881 is but a mere trifie. During 
1880 railroad business was more prosperous than 
ever before, while in 1881 it has greatly fallen off 
on all the roads in the country, the rates were 
much lower, and the competition more active. 

The expenses for the year 1851 have not yet 
been figured up, but of course or will be 
higher than during 1880, as the cost of labor and 
material was considerably greater, yet the man- 
agers of the Altou do not think that the increase 
in expenses will reach $100,000, and thus the do- 
crease in net earnings for 188] will not be over 
$250,000. As the net earnings in 1880 were 
$5,625,402, those for ll will be over $5,375,000, 
against $2,706,156 in 1879. The excellent result 
of the year’s business on the Chicago & Alton 
shows the wisdom of the managers of this road 
in not burdening their line with new branches 
and extevstuns into territory which either is not 
able to support a railroad, or has already more 
railroad facilities than are necessary—the 
course pursued or a majority of the roads 
in this country. hile the railroads which have 
burdened themselves with unprolitabie new 
branches and extensions to keep other Imes out 
of their territory or to get into the territory of 
other lines will have earned hardiy enough to 
pay the interest on their bonded debt, letting 
alone the payment of dividends, the Alton has 
earned suilicient, not only to meet all its obliga- 
tions but to pay its usual dividend and leave a 
handsome surplus besides. There are but few 
roads in the country which will be able to show 
as satisfactory results for 1551.

Istomina, 
a pupil of Didelot; Mesdames le Bras and Paule 
were the leading stars of the French troupe, and 
a. run of unprecedented duration was on- 
joyed by an operatic farce by Von Ignatz Schus- 
ter, “The Sham Catalani.” Nor were the inter- 
ests of the native drama neglected. The Gov- 
erniaent gave no less a sum than 200,000 rubies 
for the drainatic entertainment of the holiday 
folk only at Christmas and Easter, while for the 
encouragement of native dramatic authors a 
voluminous scheme was drawn up in the Impe- 
rial Chaucellerie dividing original dramatists and 
transiators of foreign plays into five categories 
or classes, and decreeing that they should enjoy 
during their lifetime a part of the receipts of the 
luuperial theatre, ou a scale proportionate to the 
length and importance of their productions.

CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 30.—It ‘seems that my 
article from Chattanooga to Tas Traipune of 
recent date did not fully suita certain Confed- 
erate Major (not a Brigadier this time), who, 
over the signature of Chattanoogan, sent bis 
complaint to the paper, and it was published in 
the issue for Dec. 2%. I am very glad the 
Major“ has spoken out and freed his mind, as 
it gives me an excellent opportunity tosay some 
things that | might not have felt like saying had 
be not spoken. 
The primary difficulty with my letter seems to 
assume a dual form in the mind of this illustri- 
ous representative of “the Lost Cause.” First, 
he is offended because I said that Chattanooga 
and Judge Key are Republican; second, he is 
not pleased because I did not go into ecstasies 
over the Cotton Exposition, after the manner of 
the local correspondent who describes it as “a 
most stubendous display.“ etc. 0 
The reason he is not pleased because I stated 
the fact that Chattanooga is a Republican town, 
is, that he is 
A CONFEDERATE BOURBON DEMOCRAT 
of the most unadulterated kind, who has tried 
very hard to make things otherwise than they 
are, and failed.

Seemg the 
question has been raised, I am certain the read- 
ers of ‘Tue TRIBUNE will be Glad to read Dr. 
Lossing's account of the battle, as it is found in 
the third volume of his history. It is as follows: 
DR. LOSSING’S ACCOUNT. 

“It was now important to get Sherman's army 
over the river without being discovered. ‘To at- 
tract the chief atteution of the Confederates to 
another quarter, Hooker was ordered to attack 
thein on the northern face of Lookout Mountain. 
ide was under arms and ready for tne move- 
ment at 4 Ocluock the next morning. 


Fortunately for the Nationals, a hea vy 
mist lay upon tho country that 
morning; and, while the vigilant eyes 


on Lookout Mountain above were watching the 
bridge-builders, as the mist drifted now and 
then on the breeze, they did not observe Geary’s 
movement. he crossed the creek at 8 o'clock, 
seized a whole picket-guard there of forty-two 
men, and extended his line to the right to the 
face of the mountain facing northward. ° 
Hooker's guns all opened at once on 
the breastworks and rifle-pite along the 
steep, wooded, and broken slopes of the mount- 
ain, with a destructive enfilading fire. Wood and 
Gross, baving compieted their bridges, dashed 
across the creck under cover of this tire, and, 
joining Geary on the left, pushed swiftly aud 
vigorously down the valiey, sweeping every- 
thing before them, capturing the men in the 
ritle-pits, and allowing very few to escape up 
the mountain. At the same time, the troops 
sculing the rugged sides from the valley pushed 
on over bowiders and ledges, rocky crests and 
tangied ravines, cutting their way through the 
felled trees with which the mountain-side bad 
been covered, under the very muzzies of the 
Contederute cannon, driving the foe from his 
camp in the hollow or plateau

and forcing him around the arable belt toward 
the Chattanooga Valley. In this work Cobham's 
brigade, posted on high ground, did effective 
servico by pouring destructive volleys from 
above and behind the Confedegites, while Free- 
land's brigade was rolling them up on the Hank. 
Both were supported closely and warmly by the 
brigades of Creighton and Whittaker. 

Not knowing to what extent the Confederates 
migut be reinforced, and fearing a fatal entan- 
glement and disordering of his troops on the 
mountain, Hooker now directed them to hait. 
But they could not be restrained. Inspired by 
their success, they pushed on; and, uotwith- 
standing their adversaries had been reinforced, 
they continued to be irresistible. Two of Oster- 
baus’ regiments, meanwhile, had been sent for- 
ward on the Chattanooga road, near the base of 
the mountain, and the remainder of bis division 
joined Geary. Aftera little more struggle, the 
plateau was cleared; and from near Craven's 
house, where the Confederates made their last 
stund, they were seen flying pelimell, in utter 
confusion, down the precipices, ravines, and 
rugged slopes towards the Chattanooga Valley. 
During all the struggle, a battery planted on a 
little wooded hill on Moecasin Point, under 
Capt. Naylor, had been domg excelleut service. 
It actually dismounted one of the guns in the 
Confederate battery on the tep of Lookout 
Mountain, nearly 1,500 feet above it.

$15 to nearly $24. Asmall supply of shipping 
compared with the quantity of grain to be 
moved invariably results in higb freights; and 
should the operations of the railroad discourage 
ocean tonnage from seeking cargoes here the 
freight market will be strong; the railroad will 
certainly take all it can get, and the expecta- 
tion of cheap freight will vanish into pure air. 
The only "> of the farmer is in a competition 
for freight, but the competition could easily be 
killed. The railroad runs to California, and its 


trains can always be relied on to come, ause 
they cannot go anywhere eise.

“A CELEBRATED CASE.“ 


The Last Witness Dead Who Figured 
Eighty-five Years Ago in the Most Ke- 


markable of Murder Trials. 
New York Worid. 
Madame Elise Denise Marguerite Merner 
Alfroy, a widow, died at Meiun, in France, two 
weeks ago at the advanced age of 96. She was 
of humble circumstances, and it might in one 
sense be said of ber, as of the cottager in the 
poem, that she was Never heard of baif a 
mile from home.” Yet many thousands of the 
readers of the World are familiar with her. She 
was the daughter of the Merciers who kept a 
tavern at Lieursainot in 1796, and the last surviv- 
ing witness in the famous case of Lesurques 
and The Lyons Mail.“ which was dramatized 
in 1850 under the title ofthe “Courrier de 
Lyon,” and “adapted” for the benefit of 
Anglo-Saxon play-goers as “A Celebrated 
Case.” 
Early on the morning of April 28, 179, the 
peasants of Meiun found abandoned the mail- 
coach running from Paris to Lyons, the pack- 
ages and mails having deen cut open and rifled, 
the waybill, which lay near by, showing that 
they had contained some hundreds of letters, 
10,000 francs in cash, and assignats of the nom- 
inal value of several millions. Near it was found 
the corpse of Etienne Hudebert, the postillion, 
one hand hewed off, the skull split open, 
three deep wounds in the chest, and the 
whole body well nigh hacked to pieces. Further 
on lay that of the courier, Excoffon, with the 
throat cut and pierced by several ghastly 
wounds. On the bloody ground were also found 
a gray overcoat, with a deep blue border, a 
broken sword with its scabbard, with on one side 
of the blade, Honor guides me, and on the 
other, “For my couutry’s weal,’’ some other 
weapons stained with blood. anda silver spur, 
the link ot which had been mended with a piece 
of string.

for the abuse. It seems that Leroy Payne, the 
livery-stable man, among his other employés, 
badamannamed Ennis, who was paid 89.23 a 
week. Ennis ran in debt to his grocer, and 
the latter sued him and garnisheed Payne, 
the sunmons being returnable before the 
redoubtable Justice Farnham, of Blue Island 
fame. Payne resolutely defended the 
suit. which was subsequently dismissed 
for want of prosecution. Other similar suits 
met the same fate, as his prosecutors found they 
could not get any snap judgment against him. 
Finally Payne turned around, and sued the par- 
ties who hud been harassing him, but was beaten, 
the Judge sustaining a demurrer to his deciara- 


n. 
“The Appeliate Court, in deciding the case, said 
the question for decision was as to the action of 
the Judge in sustaining the general demurrer to 
all the counts of the deciaration. If any one 
count was good in substance the judgment of 
the court below should be reversed. it could 
not be held that a defendant in every civil suit 
where there was no arrest of his person, or at- 
tachment of his goods, might, on the suit being 
decided in his favor, turn around and ou tue 
mere allegation that the suit was brought muli- 
ciously and without any reasonable and probable 
cause, maintain an action on the case against 
the plaintiff as for malicious prosecution, 
But where the case showed some special griev- 
' ance the action would Ife, and, in that view, the 
first count of the declaration did set fortha 
good cause of action. It showed the bringing by 
the appeil maliciously and without probable 
cause, and ip pursuance of an unlawfu) con- 
spiracy to annoy, barass, and injure plaintiff 
and extort money from bim by an abuse of legal 
process, a succession of suits before a Justice of 
the Peace at a great distance from where all the 
parties resided, and then letting such suits be 
dismissed for want of prosecution, thus sub- 
jecting plaintiff to great annoyance and ex- 
pense. Such facts showed especial grievance, 
and took the case out of the ordinary rule. 
Such acts were unlawful, and the expense to 
which plaintiff was thereby subjected 
constituted actual legal damages. There 
being, then, a concurrence of actu- 
al and legal damages to appellant, 
aud a wrongful act committed by 
appellees, there was no doubt but that, on weil- 
established principles of law, u cause of action 
was stated. Moreover, if the second, third, and 
fourth counts of the declaration, respectively, 
. contained the allegation that Payne resided, as 
well as did business, in the City of Chicago. they 
would have shown a cause of action, on the 
ground that suing out a process from a Justice 
of the Peace maliciously and without probable 
cause, at a great distance from where appellant 
resided and did business, thus unnecessarily 
compelling him to go that distance to defend 
against such suit, laid the foundation for such 
special grievance as would support the action.

Liability of a Telegraph Company. 
In the case of the Western Union Telegraph 


Company against Thomas J. Martin Jr., the Ap- 


pellate Court discussed the liability of the tele- 


graph company in failing to transmit correctly a 


message in cipher. The message in question 
was as follows:

‘This, bei interpreted, means: Market ex- 
cited, dry salt clear ribs, packed, seven and one- 
eighth; rejected dry salt clear ribs, packed, six 
and one-quartr; think can buy IW) boxes rejected 
Bide pieces, average weight sixteen pounds, at 
five and three-eighths. A bargain. See Will- 
iams, Answer immediately.” The meassave 
was sent with the singie error that the word 
“sixteen” was written “sixty,” ond appellee, 
on Grunby’s order, bought 100 boxes and shipped 
them to two of Grunby's customers at Charles- 
ton. Forty boxes, sent to ove Bischoff, were re- 
fused when it was learned that the meat was six- 
teen pounds instead of sixty, and the meat was 
subsequently sold at a loss of $422. Grunby 
subsequently recovered this amount from the 
a company by suit, and the latter ap- 
peuled. 

The Appeilate Court, in considering the case, 
said the principal question was as to what the 
measure of damages should be against a tele- 
graph company for failing to transmit correctly 
u Message in cipher, the same not betng trans- 
lated nor its meaning otherwise disci sed to the 
company at or betore the time of its being sent. 
‘The general rule of damages for breach of con- 
tract was, that u party in default should be re- 
quired to make good the damages sustained by 
bis breach of contract which were contempiated 
by, or might be reasonably supposed to have 
entered into, the contemplation of the parties 
when making the contract. It would seem to 
follow, as a corollary, that to make a party ro- 
sponsibie for ulterior eonsequences, tuvoiving 
tue payment of damages which do not 
follow. directly, he should be infurmed with 
reasonable preciseness of the purpose for which 
the subject of the contract was intended by the 
other. thut purposd should be brought fairly 
within the contemplation of the one who was to 
be charged. The company, therefore, in order 
to be held responsible for remote consequences. 
shonid have been made acquainted with the pur- 
portand meaning of the communication pre- 
sented for transmission. Such was the weli-set- 
tied rule in both England and America. As the 
message in the preseut case was meaningless to 
the company it would be absurd to claim the 
latter either had in contemplation, or could be 
rensonabiy supposed to have bad in coutempla- 
tion, at the time of transmitting it damages for 
a loss on the sule of pork or expenses lucurred 
in respect thereof. The amount recovered suould 
have been limited to the amount paid for the 
message., with interest. The judgment of the 
court below would therefore be reversed aud 
the case remanded. 


Faxes Pad under Protest. 

The case of the Town of Lyons vs. Thomas 
Cook, decided by the Appellate Court, involved 
a question as to the payment of taxes uuder 
protest. This was a suit to recover 8131.81. 


| taxes paid by Cook under protest on real estate, 


the tax being paid in 1870 for 1860. The instru- 
ment on which the suit was founded was an or- 
der by the Town Clerk on the Supervisor to pay 
the amount witbin named to Cook, and to sus- 
tain it a verified copy of the certificate of the 
Board of Auditors allowing the item was put in 
evidence. Cook obtained a judgment. Judge 
McAllister said there were tbree indispensabie 
conditions necessary to make a municipality 
liable to refund a tax. First, the tax must have 
been illegal and void, not merely irreguiar; 
second, it must have been paid under 
compuision or what was legally equiv- 
alent thereto; and third, it must 
have been paid over by the collecting officer and 
received to the use of the municipality. In the 
present instance there was no evidence to show 
the tax was legal or void, nor was there any 
duress, as the payment was voluntary. There 
was therefore no legal or eqguitabie liability on 
the part of the town to refund. Nor did 
townsbip organization act of 1861, then in force, 
autborize the Town Clerk to make an order on 
the Supervisor, because the item in question 
had never been filed with the Clerk and sub- 
mitted at the annual meeting to the electors. If 
the repayment had been authorized by tne 
electors the case would have been different. 
Otherwise the money received by voiuntary 

ayment went tothe town, and the town was 
ustified both in equity and good conscience in 
retaining it. 


Condemning Land. 

In the three cases of the City vs. Thompson 
City vs. Freer, ana City vs. Fairchild, Judge 
McAllister, of the Appellate Court, discussed at 
some length the law as tu condemnation of prop- 
erty for streets. These were three suits for 
opening Artesian avenue, Seymour street, and 
Maplewood avenue, in which verdicts were given 
aguinst the city, on the ground that the land in 
controversy bad been dedicated to the public 
use. The objects of the suits were to open the 
streets through Block 5of James Morgan’s sub- 
division of that part of the east 33 acres of the 
S. E. K of the 8. E. % of Sec. 12. 
40, 13, lying north of the centre of 
Washington atreet. it was held that it 
should bave been proved that the supposed ded- 
ication of the land was a valid one. It wasa 
necessary condition of every dedication that it 
should be made by the owner of the fee. The 
record failed to sbow that any sufficient dedica- 
tion was ever mude,and the verdicts of the 
court below would therefore have to be reversed 
and the cases remanded. 


Powerless to Act. 

The case of Johnson, County Treasurer, 
against Eliel involved a question relating to 
revenue,” and the Appellate Court held they 
bad no jurisdiction to try the cause. This wasa 
suit to enforce the collection of personal pr op- 
erty taxes against Eliel, Dauziger & Co. for 1880 
and previous years. It was also held that the 
rule as amended by the umendmeut of June 2, 
1839, was not changed in reterence to appeals 
from County Courts by Sec. 125 of the act in re- 
jation to County Courts, and its amendment of 
May 30, 1881. The intention of the section was 
not to establish any different rule between ap- 
peais from County Cqurts and those from other 
courts. The appeal was therefore dismissed, 


A Miuch-Sued Stockholder. 

Judge Biodgett also decided yesterday the 
case of J. D. Hurvey, Receiver of the Manu- 
facturers’ National Bank, against Lord, one of 
the stockholders of the bank. Some time after 
the bank failed, in 1873, Irons filed a creditor's 
bill against the bank, ahd Judge Blodgett ap- 
pointed J. D. Harvey Receiver, In October, 
1876. an amended bill was filed, to which all the 
stockbelders were made parties, to enforce 
their liability, and Lord was made a party, ‘This 
suit is still pending. About a year ago the Con, 
trolier of the Currency appointed a Recciver of 
the bank, and selected the same person the 
Court bad previously appointed, The latter 
then brought suit at law as Ke- 
ceiver under the Controller aguinst Lord 
to enforce his stock holder's liability. 
At the time the original bill was filed there was 
no express provision in the National Bunking 
law to provide for such liability. In June, 1876, 
an act was passed by Congress to remedy this 
defect.

Ryan, a Depraved Wretch and the 
Shoe-Box Conviet, Now in Jail. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Toronto, Ont., Jan. 4—James Ryan, alias 

Miller, alias Letsom, alias Thorne, was arrested 

here yesterday. The capture is an important 

one, as the prisoner is said to be one of the most 
notorious criminals in the States, and a fugitive 
convict from Pennsylvania. Detective Roger 

O'Mara, of Pittsburg, arrived in the city this 

morning, and is at present engaged in trying to 

get the prisoner extradited. The prisoner isa 

Cleveland thief, but for some time lived in 

Pittsburg. Not long ago five men visited the 

house of an old couple in Clarion County, and, 

tying their hands and feet and gagging them, 
demanded the key of the safe. The busband, 
who is about 80 years of age, refused to give up 
the key, and they then struck him on the bead 
with arevciver. Still the old man refused, but, 
when the scoundrels commenced to torture his 
aged wife, he succumbed, and, opening the safe, 
the robbers stole $12,000 in cash and $6,000 in 
bonds. Detective O'Mara took cha of the 
case, and, upon Ryan being arrested, he was 
convicted and sentenced to seven yearsin the 
Western Penitentiary. O Mara found that 
about 5 worth of the bords 
bad been negotiated. The prisoner had 
served about five months of his sentence when 
he tormed the acquaintance of another copvict 
named Street, whose term was about expired. 

These two plotted together for Ryan's escape, 

which they brought to a successful issue on tne 

23d ult.. The convicts were in the habit of filling 

large coutracts for boots and shoes given by 

firms in the States, and Kyan, seizing a favor- 

able opportunity, bad bimself nailed up in a box 

as u consizgument of shoes, and passed out of the 
yrigon in a wagon, Street, in the meantime, 
ad hired a rig. and drove along 

road till he met the-wagou, when, with a jimmy, 
he forced open the box and released Kyan, who 
atonce fed to Canada. O Mara was again set to 
work, and be very cleverly captured Street, and 
then traced Ryan to this city, where be was ar- 
rested. This morning the prisoner was brought 
before the Police Magistrate, and as he bad a re- 
volver on him’ when arrested he was charged 
with this offense. and was remanded for a 
week. The other 8 on which he 
was arrested is with ving committed 
a robbery with violence, but de did not 
plead to it. Some doubts are expressed as to 
whether the prisoner will be indicted, his coun- 
sel, Mr. Murphy, contending that when a prison- 
er is sentenced tbe offense is wiped out, and he, 
therefore, cannot be extradit on the charge 
laid. The only other charge that can be laid is 
prison-breaking, and that is not an extraditable 
offense. 


The Marriage Question.

He recommends the full- 
est investigation by the Legislature of the ac- 
counts and transactions of the Board of Public

Special attention is called to the evils of the so- 
called “ graveyard insurance,“ and the need for 
its prompt suppression is strongly urged. The 
careful inspection of railroads and their man- 
agement is recommended. The Governor. iu 
speaking of the vexed question of temperance, 
advocates the propriety of submitting three 
constitutional ameudments to the people—one 
favoring local option, another prohibition, and 
u third the.taxation of tne traſhe with careful 
restrictions. Among other recommoudauons is 
one-for a Commission on Forestry and another 
to the effect that a record of the private soldiers 
in tne late War should be secured before it is too 
late to do so,

HOOPER ACQUITTED. 


End of a Case at Lafayette That Has At- 
tracted Much Attention. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

LaFAayetrs, Ind., Jan. 4.—The trial of Heary 
Hooper, of this county, terminated in the Boone 
County Circuit Court this forenoon by a verdict 
of acquittal. The defendant was accused of the 
assasination of bis brother John, in August last, 
the latter being shot at night while riding 
through his fleids, his body being discovered in 
a tence corner. At first it was thought that 
possibly a young man named Kristmeyer, who 
bad been a suitor for the hand of Hooper's sis- 
ter, might have done the deed, as it was known 
that the latter had ordered Kristmeyer from the 
premises prior to his sister's death. Krist 
meyer, however, established an alibi, and 
the younger brother, “Had” Hooper, was 
locked up on suspicion. He denied ail 
knowledge of the deed, but the grand jury in 
due time returned a true bill. Prior to this 
however, Kristmeyer was ted and held for 
three or four weeks, — 5 which time habeas 
corpus proceedings were bad in bis behalf, ro- 
sulting in bis discharge. Hooper, after a - 
limin examination of some weeks’ dura . 
had bis bail fixed by Judge La Rue at $8,000, but 
he pever gave the amount, and remained in jail. 
He secured a change of venue to Lebanon 
Boone County, where for five weeks the trial 
has been going on. About seventy persons were 
examin as witnesses. The arguments of 
counsel Closed on Monday afternoon, and the 
jury retired about half-past 4 This 
they returned a verdict of acquittal.

‘he matter of the failure and voluntary as- 
sigument of the wholesale grocery firm of 
Knowles, Cloyes & Co. came up in the County 
Court yesterday on a motion of the Commercial 
National Bank and William A. Haveweyer, two 
principal creditors, to refer the accounts of the 
brokea firm to the Master in Chancery.

Knowles and Cloyes bad turned over 
everything they possessed, includmg their 
bomes, and they hoped to make a proposition to 
their vurecitors which would be acceptable, but 
what terms of settiement they would be able to 
offer eould not be determined until his state- 
ment was ready. 

IN SELF-DEFENSE. 

The inquest on the body of the young rough, 
vames O0 Brien, who was sbot by Thomas Somer- 
ville near the corner of Sixteenth and Clark 
streets oa the 2d inst., was held at the Armory 
yesterday afternoon, Abouta dozen witnesses 
were examined, and, according to their testi- 
mony, which agreed substantially with the ac- 
count of the alfray publisbed in Tun TRIBUNE, 
O'Brien provoked the fight, and put Somerville 
in a position where he had to kill him in order 
to save his own life. The jury returned the 
following verdict: 

The the said James O’ Brien came to his death

Michigan Southern Railroad Company. There- 
fore, we, the jury, recommend the discharge of 
Thomas Somerville from custody.” 

Somerville, who had been at the Armory since 
Monday nigut, was accordingly releasea by the 
Coroner. 

THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL AND THE LAKE-FRONT. 

Mention was made recently of the purchase by 
E. J. Lehmann of the house formerly owned and 
occupied by Mr. John V. Ayer at the eastern 
end of Park row. It was stated also that Mr. 
Lebmann intended to convert itinto a summer 
resort, to run a breakwater out into the lake, 
and to have pieasure boats and things. At a 
later period k was stated that the Iilinois 
Central did not look with much favor upon Mr. 
Lehmann's designs, considering them, appar- 
ently, an invasion ot its territory. It now ap- 
pears that the bargain between Mr. Lehman 
and Mr. Herbert Ayer, the present owner of the 
property, bas fallen through; that Mr. Lehmann 
bas surrendered his contract, and has been re- 
turned the money which he paid. It appears 
that Mr. Lehmaun found that he was about to 
meet with considerable opposition from the 
lliinois Central in the execution of his 
summer-resort plans, and, voncluding that 
such an antagonist was alittle too tougb a cus- 
tomer for him to fight, he withdrew from the 
contest, and, with Mr. Ayer’s willing consent, 
stepped out of the bargain. It is now under- 
stood that the property has been purchased by 
the Illinois Central Railroad. It is not generally 
known, perhaps, that that corporation is the 
possessor of an immense amount of land, with 
the riparian rights thereto belongiag, all alone 
the Lake-Front, stretching from the city timits 
northward. About the only extensive break in 
‘its long line of shore frontage is the one from 
Park row northvard to Randolph street, and 
that it assumes to control under the Lake- Front 
act of 1869. In the meantime, whenever it can 
get hold of a piece of property fronting on the 
sbore it buys it up, and is thus, step by step, 
making itself muster of the entire frontage 
—— the mouth of the river to the Hyde Purk

Zur monthly feport of the Chicago Post-Office 
shows that during December there was sold 
$104,110 in stamps and postal-cards, $20,485 in 
stamped envelopes, $19,162 in newspaper stamps, 
and $2,400 in postage-due stamps, making a 
total of $155,167. The sales of stamps, etc., 
amount to $1,505,468 for the year. o pay- 
ments of domestic mouey-orders amounted to

domestic orders $106,429 was issued and $46,386 
iu international orders. The fees amounted to 
$877 on the domestic orders and $1,013 on the 
foreign orders. During the month the carrier 
force was made up of 211 men, of 
whom twenty were auxiliary carriers.

They delivered 32,323 
registered letters, 2,754,813 mail letters, 605.216 
mail postal-cards, 643,414 local letters, 422.157 
local postal-cards, and 1,094,145 newspapers, etc.

HYDE PARK. 


The residence of Mr. C. G. Bogart. corner of 
Woodlawn avenue aud Sixty-second street, was 
entered by burgiars Wednesday morning and 
robbed of about $250 worth of goods. The house 
is situated in a lonely piace, away from 
the beat of any policeman, and in a sparsely set- 
tied portion of the village. Entrance was ob- 
tained through a window about eight feet above 
the ground, which was reached by the aid of a 
ladder. Among the articles stolen were a music- 
box valued at $80, a thirty-day French marble 
clock vaiued at $45, $20 worth of silverware, a 
Bet on billiard-balis, and an afghan valued 
at 8100. 

Hearing that a policeman bad been stationed 
atthe water-works Tuesday evening to main- 
tain the authority of the engineer and pre- 
vent anx disturbance of the peace, a reporter 
hastened to learn from the village authorities 
the cause of such action. It seems that it rests 
upon a misunderstanding of the conditions of 
the joint contract between the Town of Lake 
and the Village ot Hyde Park on water- works. 
The original contract between Lake and Hyde 
Park provides that upon the selling of the wa- 
ter-works by one to the other town, the town 
selling sonal have two years in which to erect 
water-works of its own, and untij it bas works of 
its own for use the towns shall continue to u 
the joint works and operate them jointly, an 
each shall pay its proper proportion of the ex- 
— Jan. 31, 1851, a new contract was made 
y which Hyde Park sold its interests 
in the works, and in that contract 
special provision was made for operating the 
works jointly until Hyde Park bas its new works 
ready fOr use, provided it did not take more 
than two years. Mr. Robert Hawkins,a very 
reliable man and competent engineer, bas beeu 
on duty as chief engineer of the water-works 
almost continuously since their erection in 1874. 
Monday of this week Mr. Hawkins received no- 
tice from Mr. Chatfield, Water Commissioner of 
Lake, that his services were no longer required, 
and thereupon Mr. Sprague, an assistant engi- 
neer, Claimed that he bad been appointed chief 
engineer of the works, and has since assumed to 
act in that capacity. 

What has induced the Town of Lake to take 
this action is unknown. It is claimed that 
neither town has the authority to make such 
changes without consulting with the other, and 
all employés have been appointed beretofore: 
by joint action of the towns, and can be re- 
moved only by such joint action. Mr. Hawkins 
is considered by the Hyde Park board as the 
only man in control, while the Town of Lake 
authorities consider Mr. Sprague the only man 
in authority. At a conference heid late in the 
day yesterday the whole matter was settied am- 
icably, the Town of Lake recognizing the 
authority of Mr. Hawkins. It was ciaimed that 
the whole matter was the outgrowtb of a mis- 
understanding on the part of Mr. Chatfield, 
Water Commissioner of the Town of Lake. 


COWBOYS. 


Desperadoes Who Terrify the Far West 
—Seme Deeds of Brave Men. 
Cleveland Herald, 

Younestown, O., Dec. 24.—Every day while 
traveling in the cars 1 meet men who are loud in 
their praise of the clause in President Arthur's 
message regarding the cowboys. The message 


says: 

A band of desperadoes known as “‘ cowboys,” 
from ninety to 100 men, bave been engaged for 
months in committing acts of lawilesness 
and brutality, which the local authorities bave 
been unable to suppress. The depredations of 
these ** cowboys” buve been extended into Mex- 
ico,which the marauders reach from the Arizona 
frontier. 

Mr. C. Arms, who has large mining interests in 
the neighborhood of Tombstone City, Ari., is 
now at home in this city on a visit to his family, 
and bis description of the country is worth hear- 
ing. Just bere it should be said that the occu- 
pation of the cowboy and the cowboy as spoken 
of in the message are not the same. In Arizona, 
Texas, and Colorado, I learn from other sources, 
several thousand people are engaged in herding 
cattle. They are a distinct class of people 
who, from their peculiar associations, become 
as a class intensely bad and so hardened as 
to join with each other in the commission of 
misdeeds. They are employed to keepthe cattle 
from dividing or straying from the herds, and 
for months at a time see no oné but the person 
who supplies them with provisions from the 
nearest town. But when they get their pay and 
go to town there is no limit to their outrageous 
conduct. They get drunk, gamble, fight, and 
shoot recklesly at friend or foe. Along plug 
of black tobacco, a couple of revolvers, 
and a heavy knife are sure accompani- 
ments of a cowboy. They are coarse and 
cowardly and utterly despised by every decent 
person. To have killed his man elevates the 
cowboy in the estimation of his associates, so 
that friendship or kindred ties are no barriers to 
the cowardly bullet. They meet in saloons, and 
a word from an outsider may be the signal of 
his death. if there is anything about the a 
pearance of a man that they don't like, said Mr. 
Arms, they will shoot a cigar out of his mouth, 
and ict a man go there with astove-pipe hat it is 
dead sure to be riddied. The ideal cowboy has 
long hair, big boots, leathér pants, buckskin 
shirt, and the broad white hat, with spurs as 
big as saucers; and with bridies hanging loose 
they go riding through the towa, yeiling and 
shooting at everything they see alive. They 
have often, while “cleaning out a town,” mur- 
dered old men, babies, and women. The muniec- 
ipal authorities have frequently enga these 
outiaws in battle, and at Tucson and once at 
Touchstone succeeded in rout then, and a 
number of them have been Killed in these eu- 
counters. Many of the vflicials sympathize with

They will drive a settier’s cow away, 
and if he should follow it direct to the camp the 
brand will be changed to that of the outiaw's, 
and should he claim the animal be may think 
himself in good luck if be gets away alive. They 
rob express waguns and rail trains with as 
much matter-ot-fact boldness as was attrib- 
uted in bighwaymen fiction to Dick Turpin and 


nate that country because the people every- 
where fear them. 

While this is true, there are brave, upright 
men in that region who are a terror to the cow- 
boys. One of them was Wild Bill, who was 
murdered by cowboys a few yearsago. Wells, 
Fargo & Co. recently hired an express driver 
named Erks, who inspired the cowboys with 
great fear because he is aman of wonderful 
nerve and courage. With one or two brothers 
he drove his train without a | although fre- 
quentiy threatened and war to leave the 
route. The cowboys were afraid of him because 
they knew that he was brave and ever on the 
alert, and that while he could be overpowered 
it could only be done at the risk of shedding 
cowboy. blood, and they never made the ven- 
ture. Erks was recently selected Marshal of 
Tombstone, and in subsequent conflicts the 
cowboys were badiy worsted. A dozeu of these 
dirty, unwashed, unshaved, cowardly wretches 
were recently conspi to murder the Marshal. 
Erks heard of them, and gang to the place he 
hurriediy opened the door and, pointing two 
revolvers at them, ordered them out of town. 
Knowing that he would shoot they made rapid 
exit. For this and similar grievances the cow- 
boys have determined that he must die. Wild 
Bill, who accompanied Buffalo Bill the first tour 
the latter made as an actor, had a natural batred 
of the cowboy. He was a scout, strongly built, 
gentiemanly, brave, and courteous. in civillife 
he was as quiet in his manners as a woman, but 
when aroused as aggressive asa wildcat. It is 
said that he always carried two revolvers in his 
belt in front, and that it was a luxury to see him 
use them. With one in each hand he would 
swing them around in a circie, firing in rapid 
succession, with upiform deadly aim. The cow- 
ardly cowboys were always afraid of him, 
as they ever are of a brave man, and the 
gang got together with a view of putting 
up a job for getting a drop on the brave scout. 
Bill beard that be had been doomed to death by 
cowboy authority, and determined to terrify 
them. Hearing that a dozen of them were in 
town fillimg up at one of the saloons, Bill entered 

locked the door, put the key in his 
revolvers, and started them 

round in those awful death-dealing circles, and 
he never stopped until six cowboys lay dead on 
the floor. Then he gently placed the instruments 
of death into his beit and in a quiet, easy, mat- 
ter-of-fact tone, as mild as the voice of a 
woman, he said: When you feliows want any- 
thing more just let me know and I will 
accommodate vou.“ He then walked 
away from his terrified enemies without a word 
from them. A cowboy got the drop on Bill one 
day: He had his revolver under Bill's chin 
when the latter was wholly unprepared. “Don’t 
hit him—be don’t mean it.“ Bill commanded, as 
if addressing a friend just behind the cowboy. 
The latter turned to see what was behind him, 
and in an instant he lay dead at Bill’s feet. Bill 
was finally laid out by a shot in the back at 
Deadwood. One of Bill's friends and acquaint- 
ances says he was literally covered with wounds, 
having received thirteen in one fight. The last 
two or three years of his life be became morose 
and quarreled at a word with best friends. It 
is understood at Tombstone, says Mr. Arms, that 
as soon as the cowboys can kill the Mayor and 
Marshal, they are going to Texgs. Herst Holt, 
who murdered Clerk Powers, of this city, in 
Texas a few years 2 was a sample cowboy 
leader. It was a coid- blooded, brutal murder, 
and the third of the kind that this fiend bad per- 
petrated. He had, besides, gouged the eyes of 
an old man out of his head to satisfy the blood- 
thirsty cravings of a crowd of admiring brutes. 
Almost every city and town has mourned for 
some victim of cowboy brutality, and the deter- 
mined stand taken by the President. regarding 
these Western marauders will make him friends 


ing them.

Very little news was 
in circulation, and the street traders were in 
doubt as to whether the market bad gone up 
because there really was a prospect that the 
railroad war was to be settled. or because money 
was tight. It bas lately been noticed that stocks 
go up when money is stringent and go down 
when. it is easy, and the boys are getting con- 
fused as to the real relations of the money and 
stock markets. 

One view of the market which finds favor with 
some shrewd operators is that Gould and his 
gaug of stock sharps, having been left with large 
amounts, of securities unsold—Texas Pacilic 
bonds, for instance—have determined that the 
only way to revive the market is to press it 
down so hard that it will finally rebound. When 

od stocks get down to a point at which good 

Mere will go into the market, the generulpub- 
lic will be lured back into Wall street by the re- 
covery of prices. The lambs, when they begin 
to buy, will take wbat is dealt out to them, and 
in this way the philanthropists "’ will be enabled 
to unload. Except in a buying movement start- 
ed in this way by good buyers in good stocks 
there seems no hope for a bull movement. Ifa 
rise starts io this way it will be likely to go on 
until it has absorbed a lot of speculative trasb. 
How much need there is of such a market may 
be inferred from the fact that new securities to 
the enormous total of $190,000,000 have been pre- 
pared in New York to be listed on the Stock 
Exchange the moment the market begins to 
look propitious. Tbat Gould and his feilow- 
philanthropists have large amounts of stocks 
and bonds unsold is well known. It is shown by 
the following from the New York Journal of 
Commerce in its annual review of the stock 
market. It says: 

The brilliant success attending the éfforts or 
Secretary Windom in extending the 4s and 6s of 
el ated per cent made the speculation in 
stocks decidediy buoyant in May, tor it was esti- 
mated that tfere would be an abundant supply 
of loanable funds iu the summer, and the dis- 
bursemens of about $65,000,000, by ghe Treasury 
during the fall. Capitalists whe Were engaged 
in touting new schemes took advautuge of the 
good feeling to promote their own ends, con- 
struction companics were organized for the ex- 
tension of old and the fuilding of new roads, not 
only in this country but in Mexico, aud interests 
in these companies were offered at liberal terms 
to all who Would buy the stocks or bonds. This 
buoyancy in the market coutioue “] through 
June. and about the best ngures of the year were 
recorded in that month for the leading stocks. 
This was the turning point in the spe culation.

* The'first business taken up was the question 
of the per diem of the Commissioners, there be- 
tng a majority and minority report of the Judi- 
ciliary Committee on the subject. The majority

JonN J. FITzGIBBON, 


FINANCIAL QUESTIONS. 
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Buckner Opposed to National-Bank 
Notes—Wants Silver Let Alone—Doubts 
Sherman’s Refunding Hill, and Is 
Agaiust Pig-Iron Kelicy’s Scheme to 
Douate the Whisky and Tobacco Taxes 
to the Poor, Suffering Dealers. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2.—Representative 

Buckner, of Missouri, has served in Congress 

since 1873. He was Chairman of the Committee 

on Banking and Currency in the Forty-fiftn and 

Forty -sixth Congresses, and if a member of the 

same committee in the present Cougress. In 

the course of a conversation with him recently a 

Tribune correspondent asked: 

* What do you think should be done in re- 
gard to the National banks, whose charters will 
s000 begin to expire?’ p 

* Well, in the first place I am opposed to bank 
notes entirely, and believe that all currency» 
whether specie or paper, should be issued by the 
Government. Thecharters of about 400 of the 
Nutiona! banks will expire during the lifetime of 
this Congress; their aggregate capital is over 
$90,000,000, and their circulation say $70,000,000. 
I would be in favor of not rechartering those 
banks, and of not chartering any new banks of 
circulation. | would like to see all tne National- 
bank notes withdrawn from circulation, gradu- 
ally of course, so as not to disturb busivess, and 
yet as rapidly as practicable consistent- 
ly with safety and with a proper regard 
to the chartered rights of the banks. At 
an early day 1 shall bring forward in the 
House bills embodying my views as to what is 
expedient and wise to do in regurd to these 
matters. I have been sorry to learn, con- 
tinuea Mr. Buckner, “that the banks have 
lately been buying and ½ per cert bonds to 
deposit in lieu of the continued 5s and 6s—or 3% 
per cents—to secure their circulating notes. It 
shows that they are willing to pay a premium, 
equivalent to more than four years’ interest, for 
the privilege of continuing their issue of circu- 
lating notes. I have prepared a resolution, 
which | shall offer at the first opportunity, call- 
ing upon the Controller for information reward- 
ing the recent substitution of 4 and 4% per centa 
for 3% per cents.“ 

* Would you offer National banks any induce- 
ments to surrender their circulation?’ 

Les; | would relieve all banks which issued 
no circulating notes of all taxes upon capital 
and deposits, and leave those taxes as weil as 
the tax on circulation on banks which sbould

dee no particular barm tbat the certificates 
can do, although I never thought the ‘issue of 
coin certificates was a good one.

How would you supply the deficiency in cur- 
rency which would be created by a withdrawal 
of National bank circulation?” 

“IT think the circulation is too plethoric now. 
The National banks have inflated the curreucy 
to the extent of $40,000,000 during the last three 
years by increasing their circulation dy that 
amount. Such a power as that ought not to be 
intrusted to any corporation or class of corpora- 
tions. Of course, however, the National bank 
notes would be gradually withdrawn and their 
plages could be filled with silver. 

How? 

„We ought to bave no paper circulation, 
whether of Treasury notes, bank notes, or coin 
certificates of a lower denomination than $10. 
Silver would then be used as a currency in all 
small transactions, and we should bear no 
more of this talk that the people do not 
want it. I like Postmaster-General 
James’ idea of issuing postal money orders in 
small amounts, because it would obviate a difli- 
culty in the way of limiting tbe issue of Treas- 
ury and bank-notes to those of $10 and up- 
ward.” 

What do you think of Senator Sherman's 
Refunding bill? the correspondent asked. 

* Weill, if we can save $5,000,000, less expenses, 
by passing it, lam in favor of it; but I have my 
doubts in regard to that; 1 do ndt think it by any 
means certain that we can pow sell at par $200,- 
000,000 of 3 per cent bonds. redeemable in tive 
years, although it might easily have been done 
seven or eight months ago. Then, of course, we 
ought carefully to consider whether the process 
of refunding itself might not, by disturbing 
business, cause the country a loss greater than 
the amount of saving in interest. lam inclined 
to think I shall vote for a refunding bill, if one ! 
like shall come before the House.”

es., I do, most decidedly. I think that a 
measure for that purpose should have been ini- 
tiated by the House of Representatives, which 
constitutionally is clothed with the exclusive 
power to initiate all measures affecting the rev- 
enue. As between the propositions of Senator 
Morrill and Senator Garland I am in favor of 
the latter, chiefly because it contemplates a re- 
port to, and action by, the present Congress, 
while under the former acuon would be de- 
ferred until the incoming of the next Congress, 
Experience and observation have both taught 
me that the Congress which precedes a Presi- 
dential election never indulges in any impor- 
tant general legislation; and if a revisiou of the 
tariff is not made by this Congress it will not be 
done, in my opinion, until after 1884.“ 

What do you think are the prospects of a re- 
duction of internal revenue taxation by this 
Congress?“ the correspondent asked. 

Naturally it would seem that a reduction of 
internal taxes should precede and not followa 
reduction of the tariff; but in this case | think 
the reverse will prove true. There is a good 
deal of sentiment in legisiation after all,and a 
great many people are willing that whisky and 
tobacco should be taxed simply because they are 
whisky and tobacco. I believe, however, that 
when Judge Kelley shall bring forward bis prop- 
osition to donate those taxes to the whisky and 
tobacco dealefs he will find himself in a minori- 
ty. and that they will be retained until at ter. the 
tariff shali have been revised.”’

Edison’s Main Laying— The Down- 
Town District Already Wired—Causes 
of Delay of the Work. 


oe York Sun, Jan. 1. 
Col. Eaton, Vice-President of the Edison 
Company, was asked yesterday about a report |

that the company bad suspended work in the 
fistrict down town which it has been prepar- 
ing to light with electricity, and that nearly all 
the men employed in the machine shop of the 
company bad been dismissed. Col. Eaton said 
that the work of wiri the down-town 
district question ha been finished, 
that had put wires in 11.000 houses, 
and that 14.000 lamps are ready to be adjusted. 
All but a small force of the men employed in 
wiring these buildings have been iaid off, be- 
cause there is nothing for them to do. The 
machine-shop in Goerck street belongs to Mr. 
Edison pena He has recently laid off a 
part of the force there, because be has been 
manufactur dynamos faster than de could 
got them up. ey are now making at these 
shops twelve large dvnamos for the down-town 
district, one for London, and 400 small dynamos 
for isolated lighting. For two weeks past these 
shops bave been working night and day. The 
Electrical Pipe Company is working more men 
than it ever employed before, 

“The delay in hehting the down-town dis- 
triot, said Col. Eaton, “is caused by our in- 
ability to get contracts for material—especially 
copper and iron pipe—executed on time. The 
delay is altogether in laying the mains. Six 
miles have been laid. Wehavedone no work 
since the day before Christmas until today, be- 
cause of the recent rains. With an open winter 
we can finish laying the mains and be ready to 
light the district by March.” 


NASBY ON IRELAND. 


The Rev. Petroleum V. Nasby Replies 
to a Maryland Reverend—Defends the 
Hibernianes at All Points, 

TOLEDO, O., Jan. 1.—Since have been writing 
letters from Ireland I bave been the happy and 
unhappy recipient of mail-bags of letters from 
people of all sorts of opinions, some who know 
what they are talking about, and a great many 
more who do not. A presiding elder of the 
Methodist church at Oakland. Md., writes: 

“You attribute all the distress among the 
Irish tenants to English misrule and oppres- 
sion, and say not a word against Popery and 
whisky.” 

Ido attribute Irish distress to English misrule 

and oppression. Whisky bad nothing [compar- 

atively little] to do with it, forthe reason that 
the Irish tenant does not drink [has no money 


to buy] whisky. 

I am not writing, understand, of the whisky- 
drinking Irish in America—they can answer for 
themselves—but 1 affirm that there is not on 
earth amore temperate body of laborers than 
the Irish in lreland. They are more temperate 
than the laborers of Scotland and Engiand. And 
1 would mildly hint that down in Virginia, 
under the reverend geutlemau's nose, there are 
Americans wbo drink whisky. Drinking is a 
vice that is not confined to the Irish. More's 
the pity. I wish with all my beart that it were. 

As to Popery, the Irish tenant coatributes but 
little to the support of bis Church, for the very 
sulticient reason that Eugliish landiords do not 
leave bim anything to contribute. The Irish 
tenant who gives one pound a year to his Church 
is doing very well. 

I knew that thie matter of Popery would come 
in sooner or later. Does the reverend gentie- 
man object to an Irishman supporting his 
Chureb? It is all the comfort he bas in life. 
Why should not the Irish, poorand wretched as 
they are, give of their poverty to the Church? 
Did the reverend geutlemen ever object to re- 
ceiving coutributions from one of bis flock be- 
cause of the poverty of the giver? Did he not 
rather turn over the leaves of (1 hope) his well- 
A Bible, and, coming to Mark, XII., 42, 
read: 

“And there came a certain poor widow, and 
she threw in two mites, which made a farthing. 
And He called unto Him His disciples, and saith 
unto them, Verily | say unto you, that this poor 
widow bath cast more in than all they which 
ha ve into the treasury. For all they did cast in 
of their abundance; but she of ber want did cast 
in all that she had, ever all ber living.“ 

And did he not hoid up this especial widow as 
ao example to stimulate the other poor, and to 
shame the rich? 

The reverend gentleman must remember that 
the Catholic faith is as dear to a Catholic as ours 
is tous. He must remember that no religious 
organization can be maintained without money. 
The Irish peasant gives what he can, all of which 
is to his credit. The man who goes bungry for 
his Church's sake is one which a presiding eider 
in the useful Methodist Church bas no business 
to sneer at. I am a Protestant, and have no 
syinpathy with the Pope, or the Church of which 
he is the head, but I hope never to be so narrow 
as to sneer at apy man's religion, ove profession 
being just as dear and precious to one man as 
another is to another. 

i can understand how the reverend gentleman 

living in a rich country among a well-to-do peo- 
ple. eating of the tender yellow-legged chicken 
and the delicate biscuit with honey, and sleeping 
in the best room in the house, with all the com- 
forts of life thrown in. not knowing a thing 
about it, can presume Irish priests do the same 
thing. 
Il wish to Heaven that he could be transferred 
from the delightful field of labor he works for 
just a month to the parish, say, of the Rev. 
Father Mullineaux, midway between Keumare 
and Killarney, and be compelled to care for the 
spiritual and temporal needs of astrip of bleak 
country twenty-five miles long by eighteen wide, 
in woich the entire values of clothing and fur- 
niture put together in the whoie, outside of the 
Village. would not foot up as much in value as 
the borse and buggy the reverend gentieman 
has to convey him from point to point in bis dis- 
trict. 

Lou bave expressed your approval of the 
Land- League’s manifesto, or the no-rent policy, 
and thus encouraged dishonesty, or the non-pay- 
ment of debts. You have denounced the new 
Land act, the work of the peuple’s party, and the 
best friends the Irish have, as worthless, and 
thus encouraged opposition to a liberal goveru- 
ment.” 

The rent is not a debt, but an exaction en- 
forced by bayonets. I only insist upon the Brit- 
ish Government doing what the Prussian Gov- 
ernment did years ago, giving the people who 
roully own the land the privilege of repurchas- 
ing itand repaying for it. 

The reverend geutleman speaks disparagingiy 
of the Land League and approvingly of Glad- 
stone's Land act. Any man witb intelligence 
enough to preach the Gospel would not have 
coupled these propositions. For remember, rev- 
trend dear sir, that whatever there is of good in 
the Land act must be put’to the credit of the Land 
League, and is, by whatever it is worth to Lre- 
land, a testimony to the efliciency of the organ- 
ization. It was the Land League that compelled 
the Land act, for the British Government never 
did an act approximating justice except under 
cowmpulsion. The Land League agitated and 
agitated until even so stupid a body as the Brit- 
ish House of Lords felt that something had to 
be done, and they emploved a shrewd commoner 
todo as little as possible. But for the Land 
League there would bave been no Land act. 
The Land act wasa confession that the treat- 
ment of the Irish bad always been wrong, and 
that confession is worth something if for noth- 
ing else than the bringing of a biush to tne 
cheek of such meu as the reverend gentieman, 
who is more English than American, and who 
esteems royalty and nobility more than he does 
human richts. 

One thing more the Land League has done. It 
has stopped the system of robvery under the 
name of rent to the degree that the English 
sharks are being compelled to do what the 
Prussian sharks were forced to do long ago— 
VII.: permit the people to buy their own land 
— and to enjoy the fruits of their own 
abor. 

“ Having given your strong and unqualified 
approval of the Land League and its doings, you 
may be considered as accessory to the lawies- 
ness and violence that prevail in many parts of 
Ireland. it is evident that the maiming of cat- 
tle, the ‘ boycotting,’ and the shooting of land- 
lords and rent-payers is the legitimate fruit of 
the speeches and work of the Land League. At 
the same time you condemn the Government 
for trying to suppress this lawlesness and pre- 
serve order and protect life and property.“ 

A dictionary maker once detined “ crab” as “a 
fish that walks backward.” Another said the 
definition was correct with two exceptions—a 
crab is not a fish, and it does not walk back ward. 
There is no lawlesness or violence in Ireland 
unless a meeting of citizens to consider 
their grievances may be considered lawless. 
There is no shooting of landlords, no maiming of 
cuttic, which is to say, there may bave been 
such things done occasionally by maddened and 
balt-crazed men, but the cases are entirely too 
rare to make them the basis of a genera) charge. 
I venture to say there is more violence every 
year in the district the reverend gentleman pre- 
sides Over than there is in all Ireland. J was 
four weeks in the disaffected part of the coun- 
try, and in that time there was not a single case 
of shooting, maiming, or violence. Whether the 
absence of shooting is creditabie to the Irish or 
not is a question. The reverend gentieman, 
were he subjected to the outrage the Irish en- 
dure, would do something besides pray for his 
enetnies, I doubt not. 

Let me ask you a few questions. Did you 
approve of the course of our Government in co- 
ereing the South, and sending soldiers into the 
South to keep peace after the War was over? 
Did you approve the acts of the California au- 
tacrities in putting Denis Kearney into the pen- 
itentiary?“ 

Certainly I approved of sending troops i to 
the South. It was necessary for the protection 
of citizens, which the Government was bound 
todo. There was lawiesness and outrage there, 
but there is none in Ireland that calls for 50,000 
troops. The troops in Lreland are not employed 
to prevent outrage—they are used to commit 
oftrage. They are used to collect rents which 
are frauds, to evict terfants,to throw women 
and children out into the mud, and to back up 
the English landlord in a system of robbery and 
oppression the equal to which the world never 
saw, to prevent peaceable assemblages of citi- 
zens, to suppress newspapers, to do everything, 
in short, that a brutal tyranny impelled by the 
most insatiable greed can find for armed men 
without conscience or feeling todo.

SARGENT’S LAND GRAB, 


Thousands of Acres of Fertile Lands in 
California Seized Under Ex-Senator 
Sargent’s Desert Land Act. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 2.—The Chronicle pub- 
lishes a leading article on Sénator Sargent's 
Desert Land act, which has placed a premium 
on land-grabbing in this State. Following is the 
gist of the article. This unpopular law, which 
has been a curse to 80 many setters, provides 
that the lands, exclusive of timber and mineral 
lands, which produce only by irrigation, shall 
be deemed desert, and be acquired in the pro- 
portion of 640 acres to each settier, who will pay 
25 cents an acre and agree to reclaim the tract in 
a specified time. Taking advantage of the elastic 
statute, William B. Carr. and J. B. Haggin, inti- 
mute political associates of Mr. Sargent, absorbed 
more than 50,000 acres of productive land 
in Kern County before the victimized 
people awoke to the legalized fraud. The act 
was passed in March, 1877, and in December 
following the records in the two main land-of- 
fices of Kern and Tulare Counties showed that 
Carr, Haggin, Tevis, and others bad seized N. 
acres that were as productive as the best wheat 
lands in the San Joaqyin Valley. The land sup- 
ported cattle and shéep, and without irrigation. 
The investigation that followed the discovery of 
. seizure of public domain disctosed many 


facts fatal to Mr. Sargent’s political ambition. 
Twenty-üve of Mr. Sargent’s retainers in the 
mintand custom-house had put their names 
down for 8490 acres. Many other dependents of 
Sargent and Carr took up land and afterward 
turned it over to the monopolists. It was shown 
that Haggin nad selected for his brother-in-law, 
who had never seen the tract, one piece of so- 
called desert land which was well tim- 
bered and frequently inundated. One set- 
tler, who had secured a e in Kera 
County before the passage of the in- 
famous act, swore before the Commis- 
sioners that the land he pre@émpted had been 
grabbed under cover of the Desert Land act by 
a mint 5 who owed his position to Mr. 
Sargent’s influence. B@fore the investigation 
ended it was shown that 340 entries had been 
made in the interest of J. B. Haggin alone, and 
that he had 228 nearly 200,0W acres, com- 
rising some of the most fertile and valuable 
ands in the State: yet ona large part of it he 
paid taxes on a valuation of 25 cents an acre. 
The land seized by Mr. Sargent and his asso- 
ciates, instead of being desert tracts, enjoy as 
much rainfall as any other part of the State. 
They have valuable timber for fuel and manu- 
facturing purposes, and often yield astonishing 
crops of grain. Many of the claims in which 
Mr. Sargent's associates are deeply interested 
are still before the Department of the Interior, 
and it would not be strange if people should 
tear that the ex-Senator’s regard for the wel- 
fare or his old friends would outweigh his pru- 
dence in the Cahinet. as it did in the public posi- 
tion from which he retired so barren of honors.
